PEDAL CAR 
TRIBUTE 

THE MOTORING world is going greener by the day, and 
with Land Rover’s latest car, we think they’ve cracked it 
with a new model that produces zero emissions (without 
cheating, as well). 

Solihull’s finest have created a special collector’s 
Defender pedal car concept, ahead of a full production 
model that will go on sale in spring 2016. 

The concept car was unveiled at Frankfurk Motor Show, 
with Land Rover unveiling it in tribute to 67 years of the 
Defender, and ahead of its final months of production. 

The exclusive Defender pedal car is hand built in the 
UK and styled to commemorate the legacy of the first- 
ever pre-production Land Rover affectionately known as 
‘Huey’, thanks to its original number plate, HUE 166. 

Featuring an aluminium chassis, the concept features 
exquisite detail, with an individual chassis number and 
personalised number plate teamed with the Defender’s 
distinctive characteristics such as a protective chequer 
plate, running bars and rugged off-road tyres, complete 
with mud-flaps. 

Mechanically the car is advanced too, with pedals 
allowing its young clientele to go forward and backwards, 
while a parking brake and spring suspension give it the ‘I 
can go anywhere’ mentality of its road-going alternative. 

Inside lies a working horn and rear stowage section 
with cover. Trimmed seats and steering wheel are 
accompanied by a leather finish and the same Loire Blue 
found on the full-scale Defender colour palette. 

Jaguar Land Rover’s Director of Branded and Licensed 
Goods Lindsay Weaver said: “This is both a wonderful 
collector’s piece and children’s toy. It demonstrates our 
ability to produce goods with world class quality and 
attention to detail that can emulate our cars.’’ 

The final production version of the Land Rover pedal 
car concept is expected to cost around £10,000. 




NEW DISCOVERY 
SPORT REVEALED 

LAND ROVER has taken the covers off its latest addition 
to its current range - the stunning new Discovery Sport 
HSE Dynamic Lux. 

The new model was revealed at the Frankfurt Motor 
Show, with a number of exterior, interior and mechanical 
changes making it the range-topping Disco Sport 
currently available. 

The biggest change to the latest model comes in the 
form of All Terrain Progress Control (ATPC). ATPC is 
an advanced system that enables drivers to set and 
maintain a steady speed between 1 mph and 19 mph 
in off-road conditions. In essence, it is an off-road 
adaptation of cruise control, allowing novice off-roaders 
to go off the beaten track with a degree of confidence. 

Also new under the skin is Land Rover’s new Active 
Driveline system, which allows drivers to switch between 
two-wheel drive and four-wheel drive. 

This system means the Sport HSE can alter between 
the fuel-saving benefits of two-wheel drive and off-road 
friendly four-wheel drive. 

Land Rover has also introduced magnetic adaptive 
dampers to the car, which allow for the suspension to 
stiffen or soften in relation to road conditions. 

Exterior modifications include new black door and 
body cladding, with 20 inch black alloy wheels to suit, 
while the interior benefits from new colours as well as 
trim details. 

Gerry McGovern, Land Rover Design Director and Chief 
Creative Officer said: “The Discovery Sport Dynamic 
has been created to heighten the design appeal of the 
Discovery Sport. 

“With the launch of the Discovery Sport HSE Dynamic 
Lux, we are offering our customers greater choice in the 
look and feel of their vehicle.’’ 

The Discovery Sport HSE Dynamic Lux will go on sale 
this month (October), with prices starting from £46,000.

LAND ROVER has unveiled a series of low and 
zero-ennission powertrain technologies. 

The nnarque’s latest innovations conne fronn 
the Concept_e division of JLR, with a high 
performance, electric drive module (eDM), 
capable of producing twice the power and 
torque of any electric motor-generator in 
production today. 

The eDM system was revealed alongside 
a series of other technologies at this year’s 
CENEX Low Carbon Vehicle event, held at the 
Millbrook Proving Ground, Bedfordshire. 

Concept_e is a two year £16. 3m research 
project part-funded by the UK Government, and 
has helped see JLR become one of the leading 
UK researchers into green technology. 

Dr Wolfgang Epple, Director of Research and 
Technology, Jaguar Land Rover, said: ‘This is a 
long-term Jaguar Land Rover research project 
exploring all aspects of future hybrid and 
battery electric vehicle technology.” 

Dr Epple added that the technology was being 
readied ahead of plans to introduce it to the 
JLR fleet from 2020 onwards, and as part of a 
£3.5 billion investment into new vehicles over 
the next 12 months.

I am somewhat bemused by the 
Discovery Sport, having just seen one in 
the flesh. 

This is a rural farming country. No 
one wants an MPV, those are for yuppies 
taking their offspring 20 yards to school; 
here we need pick-ups, LWB or SWB, 
that can carry bales of hay, sheep and 
tow trailers across fields deep in mud. 
Only one product currently fits that 
scenario and that is ceasing production 
with seemingly nothing in the pipeline. 

Gerry McGovern may well have 
designed generically shaped upmarket 
vehicles, but he is deluded if he thinks 
those designs will translate into what 


farmers need. 

For the past ten years or more 
customers have been switching to 
double cab pick-ups such as the Hi 
Lux and Nissan because they can do 
everything a Defender can do, in more 
comfort and considerably cheaper. Apart 
from market day, it is now quite rare to 
see Defenders, although you do see the 
old Range Rover (Classic or P38), a few 
older Discos and even an odd Range 
Rover Sport. 

Why is there this move to seven seats? 
Who needs them? Surely the weight 
saving and extra space is much more 
useful, plus it means with five seats 


you can actually get some luggage in 
the back - or in my case a very large 
dog. To me, the Freelander 2 was, and 
will remain, a far more useful, better- 
designed vehicle of the genre and will 
outlast Discovery Sport. I wouldn’t swap 
one for my Defender though!

Everything was done for a reason and cost 
was most important - painting Land Rovers 
in one colour reduced complexity. The odd 
red fire vehicles were painted at cost. 

Light Green changed to Dark Green when 
the British MoD placed their order and said 
that was the colour they wanted. So, again 
to avoid complexity. Rover then painted 
subsequent 80-inch Land Rovers in 
that colour .

H OW many Land Rovers does it take to make a 
Bond film? Well, in the case of Spectre, due to be 
released on October 26, it took ten Defenders 
and seven Range Rover Sport SVRs, plus five 
full-time staff to look after them and no fewer 
than seven container-loads of spares. 

In Spectre, the bad guys drive an SVR and two Defenders in 
formation, through a snow-ridden forest and down twisty, icy 
Alpine passes. They chase down a light plane, which eventually 
crashes through a building and into one of the Defenders, and get 
attacked by a helicopter gunship. 

The driving will have you on the edge of your seats, and it’s 
reassuring - but daunting - to know that all the stunts are real, 
without the use of CGI. It was so real that all ten Defenders and 
seven SVRs were extremely badly damaged, to the point that 
several are now unusable, despite extensive repairs. 

All the Land Rover filming took place in Austria, with 
rehearsals throughout November and December 2014, and 
filming from January 4 until mid-February this year. The Land 
Rover team turned up on site, high in the Austrian Alps, with the 
vehicles already prepared to the specifications requested by 
production company EON and the stunt team. The Defenders 
were black, fitted with oversize wheels, roof racks and powerful 
light bars, and other than roof- mounted LED light bars the SVRs 
were standard in appearance. All vehicles were fitted with roll 
cages, hydraulic handbrakes, plumbed-in fire extinguisher 
systems and internal and external electric cut-outs. The SVRs 



hadto be extensively reprogrammed to enable their traction and ^ 
safety systems to be overridden. 0 


One of the most challenging scenes was to chase James Bond’s 
plane through the Alps. The plane’s stall speed was 50 mph, but 
the pass was narrow and slippery, with sheer drops to one side. 

None of the stunt drivers had driven Land Rovers before, and the 
Defenders were unusually difficult to drive due to their oversize ^ 
wheels, but they careered down the mountain pass over and over ^ 
again at 50 mph-plus without incident. / 

For the scene in which the plane hits the Defender, two ofthB' ' 
ten vehicles were stripped out and fitted with cannons, which 
were used to propel the vehicles forwards and over, before they 
were set alight. One of those Defenders ended up badly twisted 
but it’s since been repaired. 

In another stunt, an SVR crashes upside down into a Defender, 
and its passenger goes through the windscreen. Four takes were 
needed to get this right, the vehicles having to be repaired 
overnight between takes. Entire front ends were needed, and in 
the final take (with the SVR driven by former Stig, Ben Collins) 
the impact was hard enough to push the fan into the radiator and 
bend the chassis rails. 

And what happens to the vehicles now? They’re back at Land 
Rover Special Vehicle Ops, but one of each will go to the Bond in 
Motion exhibition and some sold off. Three of the Defenders had 
previously been used in Skyfall, so they’ll be especially sought 
after. One of the SVRs (R4) has been left in its crashed state. 
Whatever happens, you’ll probably be seeing a few of them again.

looked at the stuff they make. 

Proper engineered door hinges, 
vent covers and the like, with some 
more, so far secret, to follow soon. 

Seems like a good way of 
customising your motor whilst at 
the same time improving the 
quality to me. 

I told you last month that arena 
compere Diana Tigwell, the voice 

of Billing, had given me a job for the weekend which was to 
be an Ambassador for the show. 

That involved me placing a handful of Certificates of 
Merit on the windscreen of any vehicles I saw that stood out 
in particular. I’ve just gone through my notes carefully, 
reading every scribble again and again, and managed to 
decipher ‘Cert... Ser 2 John Stokes’. Now, that leads me to 
think that I gave one of my Certificates of Merit to a Series 
II owned by a John Stokes, but I’m jiggered if I can recall 
the actual vehicle... perhaps old age is finally getting the 
best of me, but it’s not often that I forget a vehicle in that 
way. Worrying. 

I also mentioned an old friend. Franc Buxton, who has 
shoehorned a Range Rover Sport engine into his Range 
Rover Classic. Now, friend or not, this is, to me, one of the

most impressive Classics I have ever come across - and I 
believe it deserved a Certificate of Merit, so I gave him one 
for his vehicle. 

A few years ago Marj and I found ourselves staying in the 
same B&B as Roy Morris, who you all know at the shows for 
selling his really clever demister mod for Defenders. We get 
on well and always have a chat with him at the shows. As 
you might expect he sells a lot more when it’s raining and/ 
or cold than on nice sunny summer days. 

I also find, from my notes, that I had a conversation with 
David Bowyer that resulted in my making a note of 
3-in-I oil, but I can’t remember why. I know that I am 
always telling people that 3-in-I is better for lubricating 
things than WD40 so I guess that would have been 
something to do with it. You do all know that WD40 is not a 
lubricant, don’t you ? 

Many years ago someone gave me a couple of rubber 
items that hold heavy items really securely, and without 
rattles. These have been very useful - they held a spade and 
pick in PKV, my IIO, then 
supported a high-lift jack. I 
removed them from PKV and 
hadn’t got round to fitting them in 
TAZ, my last Classic, before we 
moved. Now I know they are 
somewhere in the new garage at 
Elson Towers 2 and one day I will 
find them again. 

So, there we were walking 
through the showground when I 
spotted a stand selling Quick Fist 
Clamps. At last someone is seriously marketing these very 
useful bits of kit. Look out for them, you will find a use or 
seven, I guarantee. 

Over the years Billing has changed, from the days when it 
was part of our family holiday, when it was actually quite a 
hard job of work for me, to the present day when it is, well, 
as it has always been. Billing. See you next year! 

— A couple of months ago I asked you lot if anyone could 
help me get hold of the genuine numbers and letters for the 
rear of my P38. Since then I have tried a couple of dealers 
to find that the ones I want, 4.6 HSE, are not available in 
Basalt (black to you and me) although they are available in 
silver - which would look silly on my gold coloured car. 

This is starting to annoy me now...

To that I can only surmise that 
their social life must have been pretty ropey I 
saw time spent in the classroom as time wasted 
when I could have been outdoors, doing something much 
more interesting. 

That may have had something to do with where I went 
to school. In the Norfolk backwater where I grew up in the 
1960s, education wasn’t taken too seriously - least of all by 
the headmaster of my village primary school. He wasn’t too 
bothered about pushing us academically. He reckoned that 
most boys would end up working on the local farms, just as 
their fathers and grandfathers had before them. The girls 
would get married and be housewives. That’s the way the 
world was supposed to work, back then. 

Perhaps it was because everybody had such a lousy 
education that nobody was clever enough to see what was 
coming. Yet the writing on the 
wall was clearer than the chalked 
graffiti on the walls of the school’s 
outside toilets. There were already 
fewer jobs on the land. 

Throughout the post-war years, 
tractors, combine harvesters - and 
of course Land Rovers - were all 
replacing manpower. Farms that 
once employed a dozen or more 
men, now had five or six. And even 
those were living on borrowed 
time. Only one my classmates from 
primary school now works on the land. Andy drives farm 
machinery worth hundreds of thousands of pounds. But he 
doesn’t enjoy any banter with his workmates, because there 
aren’t any. It’s just him and the machines. 

That’s progress, I can hear you say. But I’m not so sure. Is 
it a good thing that machines are taking over? 

I’ve written before about my bemusement regarding 
driverless cars. Vehicles that drive themselves are the 
darlings of the automotive world, with manufacturers 
pouring countless millions into developing the concept. 

Did you know there is an entire fake city in Michigan, 
USA, that has been built for the sole purpose of testing 
driverless cars? It’s called Mdty and it covers 32 acres. It 
cost $10 million to create and is funded by companies 


including Nissan, Toyota, Ford, GM and Honda. 

Supporters of driverless cars claim they are safer because 
there are no humans to get distracted or make poor 
decisions. But the same could be said for most areas of life. 

Swimming accidents (and shark attacks) would be 
consigned to history if we stopped jumping in the sea. But we 
still do it, because we enjoy it. The same applies to driving. 
Despite the hassle of driving on Britain’s overcrowded and 
underfunded road system, we still enjoy it. We love our cars 
and the fun of driving them. 

Have you ever heard anyone say they’d love to own a 
driverless car? No, nor have 1. The truth is, the vast majority 
of folk don’t want them. 

Driverless? Joyless, more like. 

■ If we shrug our shoulders and concede that progress is 
inevitable, then logically machines will eventually replace 
every area of human activity. Which begs the question: 

what are we going to do once we’re 
all made redundant? 

The final step along the road 
to the end of life as we know it is 
artificial intelligence. Those who 
know about such stuff reckon 
that computers will be more than 
mere automatons in a decade or 
two. But the danger of artificial 
intelligence is that machines will 
soon be calling the shots. 

Now I like the idea of clever 
robots marching on Westminster 
and replacing the dim politicians we’re saddled with. The 
only losers there would be the tabloid newspapers. Without 
politicians there would be no juicy scandals left for them to 
write about. Sounds too good to be true - and of course it 
is. Once we allow machines to reason and make their own 
decisions, they’ll quickly realise just how useless humans 
are - and finish us off for good. 

■ Returning to my original theme (1960s education), I’m 
not impressed by modern schooling, either, because it 
rewards the kids with the best memories. Brightness doesn’t 
come into it. 

Our educational system is based on the cold ability to 
cram - retain and recall facts. A bit like a machine.

What’s in a name? 


D o enthusiasts of other car makes also give 

their car names like so many of us Land | 
Rover owners do? It seems to me that it’s very ■ 
common within the Land Rover movement. | 
Looking back at the Land Rovers I’ve owned I 
over the years, their names do tell an interesting story. I 
My first was a Range Rover Classic and it was named Doc I 
because of its DKL reg plate. Then came Naddy my off- I 
reader with its NAD reg plate. Are we silly or what? t 

Doc was replaced with another Classic four- door, which f 
I called Jim because of its JIW reg plate. Some of my so- i 
called friends called it the ringer, as it was on a 1973 chassis, i 
the body panels were all odd, it had alloy wheels, a SOOTdi \ 
engine and all the other bells and whistles that I added. I i 
built it at a breaker’s yard and dread to think where all the i 
bits came from. i 

The chap I bought it from threw in his dog as part of | 
the deal. Dave, the Jack Russell, became my constant i 
companion for a number of years after that. 

It was around this time that 
I came into some money and 
so I purchased a new 1.8 petrol 
Freelander with a reg plate that 
read S4 HDR Mrs Thorn and I 
weren’t married back then and at 
the time her initials were HDR 
I was still a romantic back then - 
how times have changed! 

Unlike Mrs Thorn, the 
Freelander did not hang about 
forever and we eventually swapped 
it for a lovely gold Td5 Discovery. 

Next up was one of the best Land Rovers I’ve ever owned. 

It was a Td5 Defender HO double cab pick-up; we named it 
the Dog’s Kennel, because Dave loved it so much. In fact, we 
couldn’t get the little devil out of it. 

I then brought my two -door Range Rover Classic back 
to life. It was called Charlie Thorn’s Vehicle because of the 
CTV reg plate. It was an early model and to this day I regret 
selling it. 

Moving on a bit, I built a bobtailed four- door Range Rover 
we called Conker because if its CKR reg plate. Some of you 
might remember it, as it was featured in this magazine a 
few years back. 

Next up was Dexy, my bobtailed Discovery with the DEX 
reg plate. The girls in the LRM office told me that whenever 


I rang up they couldn’t get Dexys Midnight Runners song 
Come on Eileen out of their minds. Apparently they all used 
to sing it after I hung up the phone. 

My last full build to be featured within the pages of LRM 
pages was my Ninety king cab, called Rivets. Why Rivets? 
Because by cutting the van back and shortening it I had to 
put so many blind rivets into it. 

It’s not just me that’s losing my marbles with this name 
game. I asked some of the LRM marshals team if they too 
name their Land Rovers. Jason Clements has Ozzy the 
Discovery. Guess where it comes from? Australia. 

Gary Ford calls his Bessy for no particular reason though 
whenever it loses traction he says: “Get up there Bessy”. 

Gail and Ben Rarfitt call theirs Bot, which is what the 
reg plate (BOT) reads. Gail explains: “Talking about Ben’s 
BOT has got me into trouble a few times - especially when 
people were asking about our wedding, and I would tell 
them we were going to be arriving in Ben’s BOT”. 

Andrew Beynon’s Classic Range Rover off- reader runs on 
V8 carbs, but like so many petrol- 
engined Land Rovers it is hopeless 
anywhere near water so he named 
it Duck. 

His LSE (with LSE reg plate) is 
called Elsie, but when it plays up it 
quickly becomes Cowbag. 

Willie Henderson is as batty 
as me because he’s had a Series 
III LWB nicknamed the Yellow 
Banana... you guessed right, it 
was painted yellow. The trouble 
was, he then decided to repaint it 
green. So, what did he do? He renamed it Unripe Banana, of 
course, which it remains to this day. 

Willie also had a Range Rover, once called Williestickit - 
don’t ask - and later on, another Classic that he called HMS 
Solihull as it was battleship grey. 

Some might call all this naming of Land Rovers sad, but 
I prefer Andrew Marchant’s take on it all: “I don’t normally 
name cars as it implies an emotional attachment; this makes 
it hard to pass them on. 

“The previous owner of my Defender 90 had named it 
Joey after the horse in the film and stage play War Horse. I 
did not have the heart to change it.”

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LIFT PUMP WOES 


DEFENDER CONUNDRUM 


B chap turned up at the 

workshop with a Defender 
300Tdi Station Wagon, which 
he had very recently purchased and was 
planning to take on a trip to the south of 
France. The vehicle came with a list of 
jobs which needed doing - a bit of 
welding, new brake pads, a couple of 
electrical niggles and a tendency to 
misfire and smoke when cold. As it 
happened I was temporarily short of 
space, and as I had the vehicle for a 
month I decided to drive it over to the 
new workshop and store it there. Only a 
ten mile trip, but by the time I had got 
there the list of items requiring attention 
had grown alarmingly. 

There was so much backlash in the 
drivetrain that you could let out the 
clutch, get out, walk round the vehicle 
and get back in again before it started 
moving. It wandered all over the road, 
had a very nasty steering shimmy on 
bumps, and was slower than a 300Tdi 
should have been. There was an 
unpleasant droning noise on corners as 
well. It was, in short, just about the 
worst example of a Defender that I have 
ever driven. I ended up changing the 
steering swivels, front and rear 
halfshafts and drive flanges, six out of 
eight wheel bearings, two propshaft 
joints and the rear suspension arm 
bushes, resetting the tracking and finally 
sorting out the tyre pressures, which 
were all over the place. Someone had at 
least tried to do something about the 
backlash: the rear drive flanges had 
been welded to the halfshafts. 
Unsurprisingly the welds had broken. 

The misfire was traced to a faulty lift 
pump. These quite often fail on Tdi 
engines: usually the link between the 
operating arm and the diaphragm snaps. 
The injection pump provides just enough 
suction to keep the engine running, until 
you come to a steep hill. But this one 
was different: on removing the pump 
(which looked almost new) I found that 
the operating arm had snapped off and 
was sitting in the recess in the block. 
Strange, I thought. I unboxed a new 
pump (which looked of identical 
manufacture to the broken one) went to 


bolt it up and found that it would not fit. 
The operating arm was too long. I tried 
another pump and had the same 
problem. I had an old pump lying 
around, taken from a running engine: 
that wouldn’t fit either. 

In the end I found a plastic spacer 
block (normally used when fitting a 
late-type pump to an early 2.5 diesel) 
and fitted it between the pump and 
engine block, at which point normal 
operation and full power were restored 
although the pump arm was operating at

the outer limit of its travel. The spacer 
block was 9 mm thick, and 4 mm would 
perhaps have been better. But it worked, 
so I left it alone. And at that point I 
started worrying. I had the previous 
week fitted one of these pumps to 
another 300Tdi Defender 90: if the 
pumps I had were incorrectly 
dimensioned (as seemed likely), had 
that one broken its operating arm as 
well? Seeing as the vehicle was by now 
on its way to Spain, I had no way to find 


out. Anyway, the owner of the Station 
Wagon came to collect his vehicle, and 
rang me later that day to tell me that he 
couldn’t believe how well it drove. So a 
happy ending there, but the pump 
mystery remained. 

Two weeks later the Defender 90 was 
back in the workshop for minor 
attention: the bypass hose had split 
somewhere in northern France and the 
resultant coolant leak has trashed the 
serpentine drive belt. So, I cleaned all 
the shredded belt debris out of the 
grooves in the pulleys (these belts 
self-destruct pretty quickly once they 
start slipping) and decided to take a 
look at the lift pump. The arm was intact 
with no sign of it having been bent or 
damaged. I compared the pump with the 
others, and the dimensions were 
identical. How can a lift pump can fit 
one 300Tdi engine, but not another? 

The only thing I can think of is that the 
pump mounting on the first engine (a 
recently reconditioned unit) had been 
damaged in some way, and the block 
reclaimed during the reconditioning 
process by machining several 
millimetres off the mounting face. Either 
way, the operating arm ended up too 
close to the camshaft lobe at its high 
point: if the pump was fitted with the 
cam lobe facing away from the aperture 
the pump would have bolted on quite 
happily, but broken the arm the first 
time the engine was started.

TRAVELLING ROVER 


ONE OF the jobs that absolutely had to be 
done before I started to move the Norfolk 
Garage to new premises was to finish 
reassembling a 1971 Series IIA 109 inch 
hard top. I decided several years ago to 
stop offering chassis-up rebuilds, but I 
still occasionally find myself being talked 
into doing one, usually because the 
vehicle is one which I find interesting. 

This particular Series IIA had been in 
the same family from new and had led a 
full and active life: the chassis and 
bulkhead were rotten, ditto the axles, the 
engine (2.25 diesel) had not run for about 
ten years and even the floor in the rear 
body tub was full of holes. 

This kind of restoration never makes 
any economic sense either for me (I 
always seem to end up discounting the 
labour rate by about 75 per cent to finish 
the job within budget) or the owner, who 
would be lucky to get back even half the 
cost of the rebuild if he was to try selling 
the finished vehicle. 

But a vehicle like this is not so much an 
old Land Rover as a much-loved family 
pet. With a new galvanised chassis, 
restored bulkhead, rebuilt engine and 
gearbox, and just about every mechanical 
component either rebuilt or replaced, this 
particular Land Rover should now remain 
part of the family forever. 

One thing that intrigued me about it 
was that the interior was plastered with 
stickers from various European cities 
- Amsterdam, Rome, Geneva and others. 

I asked the owner and he confirmed 
that back in the 1970s this Land Rover 
had indeed travelled all over Europe - 
presumably very slowly, with a two-and-a- 
quarter diesel engine dragging nearly two 



tons of fully-laden Land Rover across the 
Alpine mountain passes. 

There was even a sticker for the 1972 
Munich Olympics - infamous for the 
terrorist massacre of 11 Israeli athletes 
and a German policeman. 

My brief was to change the appearance 
of the vehicle as little as possible, so it 
went back to its owner with all the 
stickers still intact, apart from a couple on 
the rotten door tops which I was unable to 
salvage. You can’t buy that kind 
of history. 

Freshly-rebuilt Series Land Rovers are 
usually a joy to drive, and this was no 
exception - smooth, quiet, easy to steer 
and (with the correct pattern rear springs, 
rather than the much cheaper heavy duty 
items that many people fit) smooth-riding 
as well. 

It sailed through the MoT with just 
about the best brake test readings I have 
seen on a drum-braked Land Rover. 

To be honest I was sorry to see it go: I 
would have liked to drive it a bit more 
first, just for fun (and how often can you 
say that of a 109 diesel?), but sadly the 
owner was keen to have it back.

ZONE 
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for London 
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I HAD a very intriguing vehicle in 
the workshop the other week. It 
was an ex-military diesel Ninety, 
whose owner lives inside the 
London Low Emissions Zone 
(LEZ). Most pre-2005 diesel 
Land Rovers (except Station 
Wagons) are effectively banned 
from inside the M25, with a £100 
per day charge for anyone foolish 
enough to venture inside the 
LEZ. But this one had been fitted 
with a diesel particulate filter in 
place of the centre silencer box, 
with a box of electronic tricks 
and a tank of fluid to make it 
regenerate( burn off all the 
accumulated soot) on long 
journeys. This is the first one of 
these I have seen on an old 
diesel Land Rover; it cost around 
£1500 to have fitted and requires 
annual inspection and 
certification. It is well worth 
thinking about if you live inside 
the LEZ and hanker after an old 
Tdi-engined Defender. With diesel 
emissions very much in the news 
at the moment I suspect other 
cities will follow London’s lead: at 
least on a Defender there is 
plenty of room underneath to fit 
the hardware. 



RICHARDS HALL’S TRADE TIP; 

REPLACE THAT FLAP SPRING 


IF YOU own and maintain a Series Land Rover and 
ever find yourself in the position where you need to 
remove the floors and transmission tunnel for any 
reason, you can do yourself a big favour and replace 
the springs on the hinged flap that stops reverse gear 
being selected accidentally. 

With the passing of time - inevitable on a vehicle 
built more than 30 years ago - these springs quite 
often break at the ends, leaving you with a vehicle on 
which it is just as easy to select reverse as first. This 
can be embarrassing at traffic lights... 

The springs are most easily replaced by undoing 
the two bolts which hold the flap assembly to the 
selector fork: it is possible to replace them without 
doing so, but you will need strong needle-nose pliers 
and a lot of patience.

It was a star turn during the 
celebratory parade of Land Rovers at the recent Goodwood 
Revival, where it entertained the crowd by bringing up the 
rear and veering all over the track as the elephant tried to 
steer it in vaguely the right direction. 

Today’s elephant is a glassfibre model and the (human) 
driver is concealed beneath the rear bodywork, peering out 
between the elephant’s legs - but from 1959 until the 
mid-1960s a real elephant called Kam was the supposed 
driver. Kam had previously ‘driven’ a converted Willys Jeep 
when she was younger and the Land Rover was bought for 
her when she outgrew the Jeep. After the circus closed in 
1967, Kam went on to enjoy retirement in South America 
until the 1980s and therefore lasted a lot longer than the 
Land Rover, which languished derelict in an Essex hedge 
long before I spotted it on eBay in 2010. 

Chassis 16100371 was built as an 80in hardtop, painted 
Bronze Green, registered LLY 920 and despatched in 
October 1950 to Rover’s workshops in Segrave Road, 

London, where it may have been used as a service vehicle. 
Nine years later it passed from Segrave Road to the circus’s 
headquarters in Ascot for conversion to its elephant-carrying 
role, which I think was done by the Godfrey Davis company. 
The conversion involved stretching the chassis by three feet 


and rebodying the vehicle in steel sheet, to make it big and 
strong enough for Kam to climb aboard and half-sit on the 
rear body while apparently steering the vehicle with her 
trunk. The steering wheel was a dummy, of course, possibly 
from a Hillman Husky, and the actual steering was by a 
long column passing under the floorboards to the driver in 
the rear compartment. 

In the 1950s, circuses were still hugely popular in the UK 
and Bertram Mills always put on a winter show at Olympia, 
which was regularly attended by the Royal Family. If you 
search YouTube for ‘Circus Is Royal Fun’ you’ll find a British 
Rathe short of the 1959 Olympia show, with Princess 
Margaret watching Kam perform her routine with LLY 920. 
However, the massive growth in television caused circus 
audiences to decline and Bertram Mills went out of 
business in 1967. LLY was sold in about 1964 to Roberts 
Circus, where it was repainted in red with silver wheels and 
survived a few more years before falling into disrepair. 

When I bought LLY, it was in a terrible state. Previous 
owners had cut off much of the bodywork and the chassis 
was totally rotten. What these owners hadn’t realised - or 
realised too late - was that LLY was quite heavily modified 
with Rover saloon car parts in 1959. It had to be converted 
to left-hand drive, because the driver’s feet would otherwise 
have hung down where the rear propshaft was, and all the 
controls were positioned much further back. So the 
steering box and column were from a Rover P2 or P3 
saloon (they were missing when I bought LLY), the 
gearchange was also from a Rover car, and the steering

linkage was altered to suit the 
left-hand-drive conversion. 

Apart from the extended chassis, 
the axles and suspension were 
standard Series I, but with the 
addition of twin coil-spring assisters 
to the rear leaves, and reinforced 
bump stops at the front. The locators 
for the rear coils are actually the aluminium crowns from 
large pistons! While the front of the bodywork is basically 
stock, the rear is made up from 2x2-inch box-section steel, 
strong enough to support two tons of elephant. Kam would 
climb aboard using the side steps, which were reinforced by 
steel brackets running the width of the vehicle - in that old 
Pathe newsreel you can see how the whole thing tips 
sideways as she puts a foot on the step. 

Life was pretty grim for the driver, crouched inside the 
rear body on a shaped metal tray that dipped down 
between the axle and rear crossmember, while slowly being 
gassed by the vehicle’s exhaust. Until a steel plate was fitted 
under the floorboards above his head, it was even less fun, 
because Kam would pee all over him! Amazingly, I was able 
to speak with the actual driver and he recalled having to 
wear a Sou’wester yellow hat, oilskin cape and scarf 
wrapped closely around his neck for protection. When the 
steel plate was added, it at least deflected most of the flow 
to either side of the vehicle. 

Of course, there’s no sideways or rearwards vision from 
inside, and the driver can only look forwards at the 11 
o’clock and one o’clock positions because the elephant’s 
legs are directly in front of him. That’s why there’s a small 
black dome at the front of the bonnet containing red and 
green lights, which would be controlled by the elephant 
handler walking alongside the Land Rover and operating 
switches on the bulkhead. I’m pretty sure these were to tell 
the driver when to go and when to stop. 

Until Goodwood Revival, the furthest I’d ever had to drive 
LLY was out of the workshop and onto a transporter. 

Because there would be lots of other Land Rovers on the 
circuit at the same time, for safety’s sake I insisted on 
bringing up the rear of the parade - it’s impossible to see 


anything behind you and I hate to 
think what would happen in the event 
of a rear-end shunt or, God forbid, a 
fire. Before the parade I loosened the 
wooden boards in front, so that in a 
worst-case scenario I could kick them 
out and have a chance of escaping. 
Fortunately, it all went to plan and 
the crowd loved seeing LLY trundling round the track and 
weaving from side to side - after all, an elephant wouldn’t 
know how to drive, would it? Despite the odd seating 
position, LLY handles much like a normal Series I and is 
very manoeuvrable, although for space reasons there’s a 
hand throttle instead of an accelerator pedal. LLY was built 
with extensions for the handbrake and even for the high-low 
transfer lever - though heaven knows why, for it would have 
made more sense to leave the ’box permanently in low 
range and not bother with the added complication. 

As for the elephant: well, it’s a glassfibre garden 
ornament bought on eBay. It’s only about half the size it 
should be, but I had an embarrassing experience with the 
first elephant model I bought. This one was full-size and I’d 
just assumed it would be made out of glassfibre. It arrived 
at Dunsfold and we fork-lifted it off the truck and onto the 
Series I. However, it wouldn’t fit because a rear leg was in 
the way. No problem, I thought, we’ll cut it off and reattach 
it with a bit of filler later. Turned out the whole thing was 
made of solid concrete... I ended up giving it to the local 
Girl Guides for their training camp in the woods, where it 
stands to this day.

T he Special Vehicle Operations 
division of Jaguar Land Rover 
and the Supacat division of SC 
Group both chose this year's 
biennial Defence Security & 
Equipment international (DSEi) military expo 
at ExCel in London's Docklands, for the global 
launches of unique vehicles. 

JLR's Range Rover Sentinel is the first 
armoured Land Rover to be fully engineered 
in-house by Special Vehicle Operations, 
previous armoured Range Rover designs 
having been contracted out. The Supacat LRV 
400 Mk2 is a Light Reconnaissance Vehicle, 
which has taken the rolling chassis and 
automotive systems from the Land Rover 
Discovery and adapted them for specialist 
military applications. 

The Sentinel, which has a price tag of 
400,000 euros, is based on the standard 
wheelbase Range Rover Autobiography, but at 
its core has a specially- developed six-piece 
armoured passenger cell of super-high- 
strength steel to provide world-class 
protection from attack. Described by the 
company as a mobile fortress, the fully 
certified VR8 standard vehicle is designed to 
withstand penetration by 7.62mm high 
velocity, armour-piercing incendiary bullets. 
It also delivers lateral protection against 
blasts of up to 15 kg of TNT, in addition to 
providing defence against DM51 grenade 
explosions from beneath the floor and above 


the roof Sentinel's multi-laminated armour 
privacy glass is of optical quality to provide 
excellent clarity for the driver and occupants, 
while also delivering bullet protection. 

John Edwards, Managing Director of 
Jaguar Land Rover Special Operations, 
said: “The Range Rover Sentinel is one of the 
most extraordinary Range Rovers ever 
produced. It has been expertly engineered by 
Special Vehicle Operations to provide class- 
leading levels of protection to occupants 
against extreme attack, whilst retaining the 
Range Rover’s luxury and refinement with 
off-road capability." 

The Supacat LRV 400 Mk2 has been 
designed by the makers of the UK MoD's 


Jackal and Coyote family of high mobility 
vehicles as a versatile tactical capability for 
Special Operations Forces. It can also be 
transported inside a CH-47 Chinook 
helicopter in the same drive- on/drive- off role 
as the WMIK Defender used in the 2003 Iraq 
War and the One Ten Desert Patrol Vehicle 
used by the SAS in the 1991 Gulf War. The high 
performance off-road vehicle's Discovery 
powertrain allows speeds of up to 100 mph 
(160 km/h) and an operating range of up to 
800 km from the point of insertion, offering a 
true Special Forces long range capability. The 
4200 kg gross weight 'Mini- Jackal' is designed 
for a crew of three or four supported by an 
operational payload of 1700kg.

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T he Rover car company had been \ 
building cars in Coventry since \ 
1901, but World War 2 changed its \ 
fortunes - the Coventry factory | 
wrecked by the German Luftwaffe's [ 
blanket bombing of that city in 1940.

Rover continued production of aero engines [ 
for the war effort at a government shadow :

After the war. Rover bought the Solihull | 
factory and, in 1947, car production resumed. : 
However, post-war Britain was beset by : 
shortages of raw materials, including steel, ■ 
which was strictly rationed by the government. ^ 
The country badly needed export earnings, so i 
the lion's share of the steel was allocated to the I 
companies that were selling most of their \ 
vehicles abroad. Unfortunately, the Rover i 
company's car designs from the 1930s were ! 
decidedly dated and didn't command much ; 
demand at home, never mind abroad. i 

Yet the saviour to the Rover company's : 
dilemma also came from the war. Rover's chief ; 
engineer, Maurice Wilks used a US Army i 
surplus Willys Jeep on his estate at \ 
Newborough, Anglesey, and its rugged, go- | 
anywhere simplicity impressed both he and i 
his elder brother, Spencer, who was Rover's : 
MD at the time. What if they could build \ 
something similar, using aluminium body ! 
panels (which weren't rationed) to circumvent j 
the steel rationing? Legend has it that the ! 


siblings actually sketched the outline of their \ 
proposed Rover 4x4 in the sand at Red Wharf i 
Bay, near Maurice's farm, before putting their ] 
plan into action back in Solihull. 1 

The first prototype was built on another : 
military surplus Jeep's chassis and axles, with j 
Rover saloon engine and running gear. It also : 
had a centrally-located steering wheel, which f 
the Wilks brothers originally hoped would ! 
save the expense of building separate right i 
and left hand drive models. It was unworkable, \ 
however, and had been abandoned by the time : 
the first prototypes were built. 1 

The new model, by now known as the Land- i 
Rover (it was hyphenated back then), was ^ 
launched in 1948. But what was built out of ; 
necessity as a stopgap measure until a new 1 
range of Rover cars was ready for production I 
ended up as Rover's biggest seller through the [ 
1950s, 60s and 70s. I 

Stand an 80-inch early Series I alongside a ; 
modern Defender and the family resemblance \ 
is immediate. Stand the Defender alongside i 
the Land Rover Series II, which followed in \ 
1958, and you wouldn't need a blood test to \ 
settle any paternity issues. The original slab- i 
sided panels of flat aluminium had been gently i 
rounded by Rover's chief stylist, David Bache, i 
and the familiar face of the Land Rover was ; 
born. And that is still the same unmistakable ; 
look you get in the final Defenders now rolling = 
off the production line at Lode Lane, Solihull, i 
But the Land Rover had a long way to go \ 


before it got here, of course. The Series II was 
succeeded by the remarkably similar-looking 
Series IIA (1961) and Series III (1971). But 
although they looked very much alike from 
the outside, beneath the bonnet there was a lot 
going on. From the original sidevalve 1.6 petrol 
engine, ever more powerful petrol and diesel 
variants had evolved. Gearboxes were refined 
and creature comforts slowly improved, 
although luxury was never uttered in the same 
sentence as Land Rover until the Range Rover 
came along in 1970. 

But what the utility Land Rover did get was 
a wide choice of wheelbases (88, 109 and 127 
inches) and body variants. 

The shape of the Defender yet to come was 
hinted at with the arrival of the Series III 
Stage One in 1979, with the front grille brought 
forward to accommodate Rover's 3.5 petrol V8 
engine. The same engine would be an option 
when the precursor to the Defender, the Land 
Rover One Ten, was launched in 1983. 

The new model wasn't yet called the 
Defender (for reasons I'll explain a bit later), 
but this was the real deal - and a massive 
departure from the Series III. The most 
obvious difference was the coil springs, which 
replaced the leaf springs that had been utility 
Land Rovers' mainstay since 1948. The new 
suspension offered more comfort and greater 
wheel travel, which enhanced the new model's 
off-road ability over uneven ground. This was 
further enhanced by permanent four-wheel

drive, a two -speed transfer gearbox and a I 
locking centre differential. All these features i 
had been borrowed from its ground-breaking i 
stablemate, the Range Rover. 

Other differences included a deeper, one- i 
piece windscreen to replace the old-fashioned ^ 
split screen of the Series motors. But what the f 
new model did share with its predecessors, i 
for the first year, were the same 2.25 petrol i 
and naturally-aspirated diesel engines as ■ 
found in its predecessors. Both were sluggish j 
and thirsty. If you wanted more power, you ! 
opted for the 3.5 V8 petrol, which was a low ^ 
compression version of the same unit found in : 
the Range Rover. But it was even thirstier. ; 

Bigger standard four- cylinder petrol and I 
diesel engines, with a displacement of 2.5 ; 
litres, followed in 1984, along with a short : 
wheelbase stablemate for the One Ten, the \ 
Ninety. The new engine line-up offered 68 ? 
bhp (diesel), 83 bhp (petrol) and 114 bhp (V8). ; 
As the owner of a 1984 Ninety with its original f 
diesel engine, I can tell you that it can be an t 
embarrassment on any incline. Even on the ' 


gentle hills of Norfolk, it struggles - and you 
end up labouring in third gear at 45 mph, 
usually with a queue of frustrated fellow 
motorists in your wake. But that, of course, is 
one of the quirks of classic Land Rover 
ownership. We love them all the more for it. 
Most of the time. 

With the advent of the Ninety, production 
of the Series III finally ended. In those days. 
Land Rover had no qualms about running the 
old models in tandem with new ones, as long 
as there was still a market for the outgoing 
models. It had done the same thing in 1958 
when some Series I models were still being 
built alongside the new Series IIs and it did 
the same thing again in the 1990s when the 
second-generation P38 Range Rover was 
launched, with the original Range Rover 
Classic still in production. 

But things were very different in the mid 
1980s. There were only two models in the 
Land Rover stable - Land Rover (Ninety, One 
Ten and 127) and Range Rover. It sounds 
simple and idyllic, but it was far from it. Back 




in 1968, Rover had been swallowed up by the 
British Leyland (BL) conglomerate of failing, 
cash-strapped motor manufacturers. Names 
that had once been famous brands were now a 
laughing stock. Thoroughbred Land Rover 
was different - both its models were successful 
and profitable - but because it shared its stable 
with vehicles best suited to the knackers yard, 
it suffered. But it has to be said that its main 
problem was lack of investment; the Solihull 
factory did not suffer the same level of 
industrial mayhem that the strike-prone 
plants in other outposts of the BL empire 
endured during the 1970s and early 80s. 

But change was in the air. Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher had swept to power in 
1979 as crusading leader of a reforming 
Conservative party, hellbent on squaring up to 
the powerful unions and selling off the 
nationalised industries. Her dislike of BL was 
surpassed only by her hatred of the coal 
industry and in 1986 she attempted to sell off 
BL to the American General Motors. But her 
scheme met ferocious opposition and, for 
once, the Iron Lady backed down. 

But in 1988 BL - by now known as the Rover 
Group - was sold off The buyer, British 
Aerospace, was far less controversial - 
presumably because it was British. Many saw 
this as a chance for a renaissance in the 
British motor industry, with private money 
pouring in to revive the moribund brands. But 
of course most were in terminal decline and 
beyond salvation. 

That was not true of the Land Rover One 
Ten and Ninety, though. Although the 
naturally-aspirated IIJ diesel engine couldn't 
pull the skin off a rice pudding, it was still 
selling well despite the much more powerful 
Japanese opposition with turbocharged 
motors. So the new owners stumped up the 
cash to bolt on a turbocharger to the old block, 
boosting power from 68 bhp to a hardly 
impressive 85 bhp. It doesn't sound much, but 
it was enough as a temporary measure. There 
were much bigger developments going on in 
Solihull that would truly revolutionise the 
utility Land Rovers. The modern era was just 
around the corner...

J ust as 1979 had seen huge change as 
Thatcher's new Britain began to take [ 
shape, so 1989 saw a transformation : 
in the world order. The Iron Curtain [ 
was drawn back, the Communist \ 
Soviet Bloc crumbled, the geopolitical map of [ 
Europe was re-drawn... and the workhorse ' 
Land Rovers were to change for ever. And they : 
were about to get a new name: Defender. \ 
It all came about because of that top-secret ; 
work that had been going on in Solihull. It was : 
known as Project Jay and it was all part of a \ 
bold plan to launch Land Rover's third model. ; 
The company had spotted a gap between the = 
utilitarian Ninety/One Ten/127 and the luxury ; 
Range Rover for a leisure-orientated SUV. : 
That vehicle was launched in late 1989 as the [ 
Land Rover Discovery and its advent had a I 
huge impact on the Ninety, One Ten and 127. \ 

Firstly, they had to be given a name. They \ 
couldn't be known simply as the Land Rover \ 
Ninety, One Ten or 127 any more, because of : 
the new kid on the block. So to save confusion, ^ 
in 1990 they became known as the Defender r 
90, 110 and 130. (The 130 wasn't any longer [ 


than the 127, incidentally; it was just a matter 
of Solihull tidying up the nomenclature by 
rounding it up.) 

But it was much more than just a name 
change that brought Defender into the 
modern era. The important bit was that the 
Defender models would get the same new 
turbocharged diesel engine as the new 
Discovery - namely the 200Tdi. With 107 bhp 
it wasn't far short of the V8's 114 bhp, but with 
28 mpg it was positively frugal. And it gave the 
Defender the new lease of life that it needed to 
compete against the Jap 4x4s. 

The Defender was so successful that in 1983 
Land Rover decided to sell it in North America 
- a market it had pulled out of for utility 
vehicles 20 years earlier. To reflect tastes 
Stateside, the NAS (North American Spec) 
Defender was a soft top, fitted with a powerful 
3.9 V8 petrol engine, foil external roll cage and 
air conditioning. Later models got a bigger, 
4.0 -litre engine and an automatic gearbox. It 
truly was one of the best Land Rovers ever 
built, but unfortunately it fell foul of US 
vehicle regulations. New laws meant airbags 


: for both front passengers would become 
; compulsory in 1998. The Defender could not 
; be modified without costly maj or engineering, 
. so the Defender was withdrawn from North 
^ America in 1997. 

: Meanwhile, back in the UK , diesel- engined 

- Defenders ruled supreme. And in 1994 the 
: 200Tdi was replaced by the more refined 
; 300Tdi engine (with identical power and 
: torque) . It is arguably the most popular engine 
^ ever built by Land Rover and this was 
= definitely a golden era for Defender. 

- By 1998, Land Rover had been under BMW 
j ownership for four years. The Munich 
; manufacturer had bought the company from 
; BAe in 1994, but wasn't very interested in 
: Defender. The Range Rover was the jewel in 
E the crown for the Germans and the only maj or 
: change under BMW ownership came in 1999 
: when the 300Tdi engine was replaced by the 
; Td5, a five- cylinder inline turbodiesel with 11 
: more horses (122 bhp). But even that had been 
: on the design board before BMW took over.

world in 1997, where Land Rover South Africa 
created a very special variant. There, in 
addition to the 2.5 SOOTdi, the Defender 90 
and 110 were available with a 2.8 BMW petrol 
engine in addition to the Tdi diesel. The 
straight-six, 24-valve engine produced 190 
bhp and were so fast that later models were 
speed-restricted. The work was carried out 
locally, near Pretoria, and it was on sale until 
2000, but never offered in the UK, sadly. 

The other milestone in Defender 
development came in 1997, with the 
introduction of the Wolf XD military model - a 
tough-as-nails no-nonsense workhorse that 
is now arriving on the civilian market in 
significant numbers and being snapped up 
by enthusiasts. 

In 2000, Land Rover was under new 
ownership again, with Ford buying the 
company from BMW. The following year, 
Detroit sanctions a few refinements for the 
Defender, including central locking, heated 
seats and electric windows. 

By now. Defender has become increasingly 
popular with the leisure and lifestyle brigade, 
with non-muddy models likely to turn up in 
Chelsea and all places trendy. In an age of 
increasingly bland motor cars, ownership of 
the distinctive Defender was beginning to be 
seen as a statement for individuality. Unusually, 
Land Rover did not adequately respond to this 
new-found popularity. The company launched 
a few special- edition models over the coming 
years, but it was left to the individual stylists to 
really cash in on the fashion for blinged-up 
Defenders, which was to gather pace as the 
end of production loomed ever larger. 

In 2003, Defender was one of the models 
used by Land Rover the first G4 Challenge - a 
month-long adventure competition that 
included off-road driving among the skills 
required by the international contestants. 
Three years later, the second G4 Challenge 
also included Defenders, but only as support 
vehicles. The third G4, scheduled for 2009, 
was cancelled when Indian automotive giant 
Tata Motors bought Land Rover from Ford in 
2008. Tata said it wanted to concentrate its 
energies (and cash) on new model launches. 
But there was no mention of a replacement for 
the venerable Defender. 


It was clear radical changes would have to 
; be made to ensure Defender met ever-tighter 
; laws from Brussels, particularly on emissions. 
; A year earlier, in 2007, Ford had put its 2.4 
i Puma diesel engine under the bonnet to meet 
' the latest regulations, but it is slightly less 
\ powerful than its Td5 predecessor and the six- 

■ speed gearbox isn't a huge hit with Land Rover 
i fans. Sharing an engine and drivetrain with 

■ Transit van owners isn't a great selling point, 
: but Defender does get a new dash and forward- 
: facing rear seats in station wagons. 

; In 2011, Land Rover unveiled the DCIOO 
: concept car at the Frankfurt Show. Touted a 
. possible Defender replacement, it is hugely 
; unpopular with enthusiasts. But more of 
i that later. 

A year later. Defender got its final major 
; upgrade, with a more refined and powerful 2.2 
\ Puma engine. Meanwhile, the ever-increasing 
\ number of independent Defender specialists 
^ launched more and more new takes on the old 

■ model, on a seemingly weekly basis. Some 
; added luxurious interiors, others dramatic 
^ exterior styling. There were - and still are - 
: plenty of specialists who drop in big engines, 
; automatic gearboxes, and tune Defenders to a 

■ level unheard of just a decade earlier. Some are 
^ said to be capable of 140 mph-plus, if you 
i happen to be looking at a very expensive and 
; messy way of ending it all. 

With Land Rover insisting that production 

■ would end in December, it declared 2015 
: would be a year of celebration. Its stunts 
; included a giant drawing in the sand of Red 
; Wharf Bay, Anglesey, where the Wilks brothers 
: sketched that first Land Rover. Simultaneously, 
: the company launched three new special 
^ edition Defenders - the Heritage, Adventure 
; and Autobiography, priced from £27,800 to 
: £61,845. They are all beautifully - and 
^ tastefully - built. 

I At the time of writing, the end of production 
= is a few weeks away. The rumour mill has it 
^ that Land Rover will end Defender production 
^ with a special run of V8-powered models. By 
: the time you read this, we'll all probably know 
\ the exact storyline that rounds off this 
^ automotive soap opera. But you can be sure it 
' will be a happy ending, for there is much more 
5 to come, as you will see...

S o what does the future hold for * 
Defender? Like I said at the start of i 
this piece, the most iconic Land ;

- you can sleep easy, happy in the knowledge : 
that enthusiasts will keep the existing ones | 
on the road for as long as the world has roads, i 
The value of secondhand Defenders has i 
increased dramatically in recent years due to ; 
the huge demand. There is no sign of this = 
demand abating, which means that even tatty i 
old ones which would once have gone to the i 
scrapyard will now be restored. Just like Series I 
Is are now. ? 

What about spares availability? I can hear ^ 
you say. Well, that too is a simple case of supply I 
and demand. If there's enough demand, some \ 
entrepreneur will supply it. And with Land j 
Rover now gearing up to supply classic parts f 
for its obsolete models, it's a situation that will t 
steadily improve. Not that it will come to that. I 
For a couple of years. Land Rover insiders ■ 
have told me off the record that once Defender ^ 
production ends at Solihull, the whole line will y 
be dismantled, put in shipping containers and = 
reassembled somewhere else in the world. No j 
doubt in a country where workers are paid ; 
less, making such a labour-intensive model as I 
the Defender a cost-effective exercise. It's 1 
actually something I've expected to happen i 
many years ago. In fact, I predicted as much i 
during Ford ownership, and wrote about it at i 
the time in another magazine. j 

This year it was confirmed by Land Rover, i 
Back in March, a spokesman said: “We are I 
investigating the possibility of maintaining f 
production of the current Defender at an ^ 
overseas production facility for sale outside of i 
the EU, after we cease building in the UK.” I

Jaguar Land Rover already has factories in 
Brazil and China, plus parent company Tata 
has ample production facilities in India. And 
just to add a little spice to the mix, JLR has 
announced that it is building a new factory in 
Slovakia. Could this be the place the old 
Defender continues in production? Probably 
not. Rumours abound that this is in fact the 
location for the new-model Defender, which 
is due to go into production next year - and go 
on sale early in 2018. 

Ah yes, the new model. Everybody keeps 
forgetting that Land Rover has all but 
promised that there will be a Defender 
replacement. In fact there will be 
replacements, because the company has 
tasked itself with making the new model every 
bit as versatile as the outgoing one. Who says 
so? Well, how about the following: 

In April this year. Land Rover's design 
director, Gerry McGovern, said: “The 
Defender is all about durability - that 
indestructible, durable vehicle which is what 
a family of Defenders would be. In its core 
form it can be something that can be quite 
elemental up to something incredibly 
luxurious. When you see the new Defender, 
people will know it’s worthy of carrying the 
badge. It will be able to do everything it says 
on the tin.” 

Land Rover believes that the company 


I should be split into three distinct families: 
I Luxury (Range Rover), Leisure (Discovery) 
1 and Utility (Defender). 

; Luxury sales should reach two million units 
] per year globally by 2017, Leisure should hit 
: eight million vehicles, while Utility should 
: achieve 3.3 million units once the new 
\ Defender is launched. But the latter is a tough 
; task, because the existing Defender has sold in 
j tens of thousands per year, not millions. 

L One thing we can be sure of is that the new 
\ Defender will not look like the flop DCIOO 
I concept vehicle of 2011. Since then, the 
: company has distanced itself from the concept 
; and insists that the replacement is nothing like 
! it - which is gratifying. The DCIOO looked too 
i much like a Skoda Yeti for most of us. 
j There has been plenty of conjecture that 
: the new Defender will use the T5 platform

; generation model on a new platform and the

new model achieve the sort of economy and 
emissions expected in the modern era. It is 
much more likely to get an aluminium chassis 
and lightweight aluminium panels. These 
weight savings, along with the new generation 
of JLR Ingenium engines now being built 
in the company's Wolverhampton engine 
plant, could see the sort of frugality Defender 
owners of the past could only have dreamed 
of A 60 mpg Defender sounds like somebody's 
drunken fantasy, but I'm told it could happen. 

Bosses at Land Rover have witnessed the 
paying public's astonishing appetite for 
customised Defenders and can see a new 
generation of the model being hugely popular, 
particularly since the company's new SVO 
(Special Vehicles Operations) is now on 
stream and could create an infinite number of 
personalised Defenders, each created to cater 
perfectly for its owner. The ultimate working 
machine, in other words. 

The ill-fated DCIOO concept vehicle of 2011 
came in two flavours: a sporty three- door soft 
top and a more conservative five- door hard 
top - both on the same 100 inch wheelbase - 
much like McGovern's first Land Rover design 
venture, the 1997 Freelander I. And although a 
100 inch wheelbase Defender would be the 
ideal vehicle for many of us - myself included 
- who find the 90 too short and the IIO too 
long, it would be difficult for the company to 
achieve its ambition of a Defender for all tastes 
on just a single wheelbase. 


: So, exactly what does the future hold? 

I According to my crystal ball, both scenarios 
i will play out... 

f The original Defender will continue in 
i production somewhere outside Europe, for 
I sale in the Third World. And I expect some 
; enterprising sorts will find a way of getting 
I them to the UK as grey imports. 

I Meanwhile, in a factory somewhere nearer 
I home - but not necessarily in the UK - the 
^ new Defender will start rolling off the 
t production in 2017, ready for a 2018 launch, 
i In the short term, expect very soon to see 
r spy shots of the new Defender in the motoring 
■ press - unless Land Rover beat the paparazzi 
: to it and release their own images 
i of some pre-production versions of the 
: new model. I have been told that these 
I vehicles are ready to be shown to the public, 

; but Land Rover is unsure of how long a 
j period should elapse between the end of 
: the current Defender and the launch of 
I the new model. Who knows? They might even 
: pull off the automotive surprise of the 
I decade by unexpectedly unveiling a pre- 
i production model of the new one at the 
\ celebrations to mark the end of the old one. 
: But I doubt it. 

E I reckon us Defender fans are going to be 
i pleasantly surprised by the newcomer. But it 
I still won't replace the old model - especially 
= those cherished SOOTdis - in our affections. 
\ Nothing ever could.

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Fifty very special 
pre-1966 Land 
Rovers steal the 
show at the 2015 
Goodwood Revival 
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"How do you pick 50 
special pre-1966 Land 
Rovers? It was a job for 
Mr Land Rover..." 


T he year 1948 was a great one for 
motoring in Great Britain. In April 
the first Land Rovers were unveiled 
to the world at the Amsterdam 
Motor Show. We all know what 
happened after that; it was just the other day 
that they produced the two-millionth utility 
Land Rover. 

Then in September of 1948 they held the 
first post-war motor race meeting at a 
permanent venue, the West Sussex-based 
Goodwood Motor Circuit. 

The circuit owes its origins to the former 
RAF Westhampnett, which served as a base 
during the Battle of Britain. They say that 
over 15,000 spectators attended that first post- 
war race. The reason for this great turnout 
was simple: the British public was starved of 
live motorsport as the Brooklands circuit 
had closed down almost a decade before. Then 
there was the little matter of the war of 
course. Now, more than 65 years later, the 


Goodwood Revival attracts crowds of 150,000 
- ten times more than that first meet all those 
years ago. 

Now anyone that has ever been to Goodwood 
Revival will tell you that there is more to it 
than the 15 hotly-contested races; it’s a 
gathering of period petrolheads, with the 
emphasis on period. This 18th Goodwood 
Revival was a little more special than previous 
events. Allow me to substantiate this sweeping 
statement with several very legitimate Land 
Rover reasons. 

The revival weekend was a celebration of 
the iconic Land Rover and each day of the 
event 50 specially selected pre-1966 Land 
Rovers, slowly made their way around the 2.4- 
mile circuit. The slowly bit was not by choice 
as classic Land Rovers were built to last forever 
and not race round a circuit. This impressive 
Land Rover parade was done as a celebration 
of the current Defender, because as we all by 
now know, production of this icon at Solihull is

about to cease. It just breaks my heart to type 
that, but let's not get all emotional as this is 
supposed to be a celebration. 

When not doing their daily jaunt around the 
circuit, the 50 Land Rovers were parked up on 
the inner field so that the 150,000 attendees 
could take a closer look at them. I could 
probably write a book about the 50 but 
unfortunately I’ve only been given a couple of 
pages. So how do you pick 50 special pre-1966 
Land Rovers? It was a job for the man they call 
Mr Land Rover, Roger Crathorne, and helping 
him was the Land Rover historian, Michael 
Bishop. They tackled this tough selection task 
at the Dunsfold Collection Open Weekend 
held earlier in the summer. I asked Roger 
about his selection strategy. “The aim was to 
try and get as many derivatives as possible. The 
one area where we did fall short is conversions 
though we do have a few here.” 

When Roger and Michael saw something 
that they liked at the Dunsfold Collection 
Open weekend, they would put a golden ticket 
on its windscreen. This was to alert owners 
that they had been picked for this very 
special parade. We all know that the Dunsfold 
Collection is the best private collection of 
Land Rovers in the world and so it came as no 
surprise that 11 of the 124 Land Rovers in 
the collection would form part of this parade. 
Those that have met me will know that 
I’m not one who likes to stand on the 
sidelines and so I was chuffed when selected 
to drive one of the Dunsfold Collection’s 
parade participants. 

The day before the parade I was handed the 
keys to the first production 1966 Series IIB 110 
Forward Control. It was purchased by the 
collection in 2004 and they fully restored it to 
the original specification. Somebody famously 
said that you would be stirring soup for about 
20 minutes before you find first gear in a 
Forward Control. I silently prayed that this 
would not be the case as I did not want to make 
a fool of myself, be left behind, or both. 

Fortunately I was given a demonstration of 
its start-up process. You first had to turn the 
key halfway until the red charge light and the 
green oil pressure light came on. I then had to 
wait 20 seconds to let the glow plugs warm up. 
Only then could I turn the key the whole way 
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motor racing, period

to fire it up. Its 2.25 diesel engine roared to life 
and I was good to go. 

Before we set off on the Saturday I was 
lucky enough to chat to Tim Dines, the owner 
of the pre-production Series I number 3. 
Incredibly Tim has had it since it he was 16 
and he bought it from a chicken farmer. His 
was the Land Rover used at the 1948 
Amsterdam Motor Show. Seeing all 50 pre- 
1966 on the start line of the Goodwood Circuit 
is something that will forever be etched in my 
memory. These never to be repeated 
experiences are like gold dust to the enthusiast. 
You just want to take in as many of them as 
possible in your lifetime. 

I bumped into Philip Bashall, another 
Dunsfold Collection trustee and popular LRM 
columnist. Philip and his team had worked 
tirelessly to ensure that not only their vehicles, 
but also some of the other parade Land Rovers, 
were in perfect working order. All I had to was 
show up and turn the key. I was bringing up 
the rear of the parade as we were driving in 
chronological order and as my seating position 
was almost in the clouds I had the most 
incredible views of it all unfolding before my 
very eyes. The only thing that I had to do was 
keep up, of course. I am happy to report that I 
was able to do this rather comfortably on the 
Saturday because by then my gear changes 
were as smooth as those on a modern auto box 
Land Rover. 

Next to me in the parade I had Stuart 
Hibberd and his wife Ruby. They bought the 
first SIIA 109 Forward Control to be sold to 
the public in 1962. Back then Stuart was so 
excited about his purchase that he personally 
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drove to the factory to go and pick it up. 
Throughout the weekend Stuart was on hand 
to advise and help me with the Forward 
Control, the man was a walking Forward 
Control Encyclopaedia. 

This was probably one of my favourite parts 
of the weekend. I was able to tap into living 
Land Rover history. While some criticised the 
diesel engine in my big Series IIB 110 Forward 
Control for being a bit flat, we were driving in 
a slow convoy and it was more than up to the 
task. Some of the other noteworthy Dunsfold 
Collection parade participants included the 
1950 Series 1 Bertram Mills Circus Elephant 
Car (featured on page 38), the well-known 
1947 Centre Steer Replica, the 1958 Series 11 88 
hard top chassis number two, the 1965 OTAL 
One Ton Amphibious Land Rover and the 1965 


Shorland Armoured Car prototype. All 
guaranteed crowd pleasers. The parade had 
everything including fire engines, rescue 
vehicles, air-portable lightweights, elevator- 
equipped vehicles and forestry vehicles. This 
was a parade to display the simplicity and 
versatility of these iconic cars. 

You know you are part of something very 
special when the Jaguar Land Rover bigwigs 
are in attendance. JLR CEO Dr Ralf Speth was 
amongst the crowds taking a closer look at 
these historically significant Land Rogers. 
Nick Rogers, the JLR Director Group 
Engineering, drove his Series I in the parade. It 
was great to see two of the most senior JLR 
staffers enjoying themselves. 

Just when I thought that things could not 
get any better, 94-year- old Arthur Goddard, 


Land Rover’s first engineer, showed up to take 
part in Saturday’s parade. Arthur now lives in 
Brisbane, Australia, and if you want to learn 
more about the rather important role that he 
played in shaping Land Rover’s early history, 
then you have to read Michael Bishop’s book 
They found our Engineer: The Story of Arthur 
Goddard. Arthur is like Land Rover royalty and 
so he was seated in the most famous and oldest 
Land Rover of them all, HUE 166, for the 
parade, with Roger Crathorne as the 
designated driver. HUE166 was one of the 11 
pre-production Series Is in the parade. Never 
before have we ever seen 11 pre-production 
Series Is moving together. We were witnessing 
Land Rover history. 

While the parade was happening, Richard 
Beddall, a Dunsfold Collection trustee and 
classic Land Rover connoisseur, was in the 
commentary box, delighting the crowds with 
his knowledge and stories. When not with mic 
in hand, Richard and his son William had a 
very important role to fulfill: they run the tow 
lane at the Goodwood Revival using Josephine, 
their 1948 Series I to tow start the pre war cars. 
‘T joined the Land Rover Series One Club 
when I was eight and have been working at the 
Goodwood Revival for as long as I can 
remember. We work hard and by the end of 
each day I’m tired” explains Richard. 

During the evening the Dunsfold Collection 
drivers were treated to a BBQ at Richard’s 
Airstream camper. His friends Sharon and 
Simon MacAllen and wife Sue ensured that 
glasses remained topped up and plates were 
never empty. As a man from a country where 
we sometimes BBQ twice a day, I was 
impressed with Simon’s skills. 

Those in the know say that this is the first 
time that we have seen a Land Rover parade of 
this magnitude at the Goodwood Revival. I am 
hoping that it won’t be the last. If I’m still 
about for the next one then I’ll be the first to 
volunteer my driver services and if it’s in the 
first production Series IIB 110 Forward 
Control, then even better. The crowds will go 
mad when I fly past at 45 mph while waving 
like the Queen.

Louise Woodhams spends a 10-hour 
shift with PC Darren Rennet in a

I t’s an assault on the senses. The sirens fill 
the air, intermittently pierced with 
intelligence coming over the radio 
channel, and the blue and red lights are 
reflecting off the vehicles that almost look 
like they’re standing still as we pass them. We 
reach the limits of the 3.0 V6 twin-turbo 
diesel, and whilst I’ve experienced faster on 
track, hurtling down a motorway, parting mid- 
afternoon traffic in something that weighs the 
best part of three tonnes is unnerving. Still, 
I’m giggling like an idiot and trying to capture 
the moment on camera, as I shout “it’s a good 
job I’m not a nervous passenger,” to which PC 
Darren Chapman replies, “and it’s good job 
I’ve done this before.” 

That’s probably somewhat of an 
understatement having been on the roads 
policing unit since 2005 after joining the force 
some five years earlier aged 25. As well as 
receiving dedicated off-road training to learn 
Land Rover’s trademark Terrain Response, PC 
Chapman is Class I Advanced and TPAC 
(Tactical Pursuit and Containment) trained 
too. He is at the highest level that you can be in 
the police, not to mention hugely experienced 
after a decade of patrolling Kent’s roads. I was 
lucky enough to join him on a shift in early 
2010, in a BMW 330d Touring for a magazine 
that I was previously editor of, so I was 
somewhat prepared for today. 

Just as he was then, Darren is always two or 
three moves ahead, ensuring there’s plenty of 
space between him and the car in front, in fact 
the only difference, apart from both being 
older and wiser, is the transport. “Before the 
Discoverys we had Range Rover V8s,” Darren 
informs me. “Although we tend to use the 
BMWs more. Land Rovers will always be on 
our fleet here at Coldharbour Tactical 
Operations for their four-wheel drive and

towing abilities. Do you know what? This car 
can tow a 40 [yes, that is four zero] tonne lorry 
- I’ve never found a vehicle that’s more 
capable.” PC Chapman has to cover a fairly 
large chunk of motorway network, and being 
so close to Dover, he needs a 4x4 that can deal 
with HGVs, making the Disco the ideal choice. 

“It’s a balancing act; the Land Rover will 
never be a pursuit car topping out at II5 mph, 
but the BMW is far inferior in terms of 
crossing difficult terrain or being able to tow. 
When I’m driving this I know that I can turn 
up to an accident and pull a car out of the 
barrier, it’s also enormous - 1 can carry double 
the amount of kit. The Discovery is a real 
workhorse.” Indeed, whilst the in-car footage 
from our shift was far from the high-octane 
action that fills our living rooms, nearly all of 
our calls required the Discovery’s best assets. 
From jump-starting a van with a 3.5 tonne 
horsebox attached to it, to towing several cars 
on busy main roads to safety. 

Funnily enough I’ve never experienced a 
Discovery at its limits on the road, but I was 
suitably impressed. Okay so the SDV6 may not 
be able to give chase, but it’s not exactly 
sluggish with 252 bhp and 443 Ib-ft of torque. 
And it finds a perfect companion in the car’s 
smooth shifting eight- speed automatic 
gearbox, which makes driving a car as large as 
this as stress free as possible - important for 
PC Chapman. The diesel is quiet even at high 
speeds; saying that any engine drone would be 
drowned out by the wind noise caused by 
those huge wing mirrors. Oh and the combined 
fuel economy of 36.7 mpg is absolute tosh. 

Whilst sportier German rivals will leave it 
for dead, in its defence it isn’t the mare that I 
was anticipating. Any lumps in the road are 
seemingly ironed flat by the Discovery’s bulk 
and even going into tight left or right handers 
at speeds of over 60 mph body roll is kept in 
check. The suspension just manages the car’s 
mass and height with precision, consistency 
and control, even if the tyres were screaming 
in protest. The brakes, thank goodness, also

impressed, scrubbing off speed with ease. It 
was confidence inspiring, although where the 
car excels is in being a supremely comfortable 
motorway cruiser. Darren tells me that they’ve 
proved reliable too, bar the odd Electronic 
Parking Brake failure. Not bad considering 
around 200 to 300 miles are typically clocked 
up during a shift, and that this 63 plate model 
is considered to have low mileage with 80k! 

Unlike the BMW, the raised seating position 
of the Land Rover is another fantastic 
advantage. And despite all of Darren’s hi-tech 
gizmos there’s still plenty of room. There’s 
what’s called a Provida 4000 speed detection 
system, which is externally collaborated to the 
speedo and checked daily against a measured 
half mile distance. That’s linked to front and 
rear cameras and a screen (complete with 
hard drive that stores up to two weeks of data) 
which is mounted above the glovebox. It’s 
equipped with Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR), so PC Chapman is able 
to pull up in an instant whom a car is registered 
to and their address, who it’s insured with and 
who’s listed on the policy as a named driver, 
whether it’s taxed or not, or has a valid MoT. 
In addition, it’s constantly checking the 
registration of every passing car, and those 
with a ‘tag’ for something such as failure to 
stop or previous convictions, prompt a beep 
for further examination. 

Plugged into the ANPR screen is a full-size 
keyboard, which enables a colleague to check 
any ongoing incidents and initiate any activity 
they see as worthy, as well as type up reports 
- this Discovery is essentially a mobile police 
station. There’s also a handset mounted to the 
side of the footwall should the officer wish to 
listen to the radio in private if there’s an 
arrestee in the back. 

Mounted between the sun visors are the

THE SHIFT begins with a briefing from 
the sergeant, highlighting any area issues 
and problems that PC Chapman has to give 
attention to, what car he’s assigned to and 
who (if anyone) he is working with. PC 
Chapman is then assigned a part of Kent, 
today its central Kent (covering the M2 
from J3, M2 6 to Ashford, A2 from 
Gravesend to Canterbury and anything in 
the middle). 

Over the next ten hours we are called to 
a road traffic accident (RTA) several broken 
down vehicles on the inside lane of a dual 
carriage way and a motorway, together 
with a HGV. In the instances we couldn’t 
use towing equipment as it would cause 
further damage to the vehicle it was left in 
the hands of the Highway Agency, freeing 
up our time. Our last call was to a 
Lithuanian homeless gentleman living 
under a motorway bridge, who Darren had 
spoken to just three days previously. 

Whilst I was hoping for a high speed 
chase or a drugs bust, it felt reassuring to 
live in a safe area. It was also a privilege to 
go on patrol with an officer on the roads 


policing unit, and highlighted how a 
situation can change in a matter of seconds. 
One minute we are talking about what to 
have for dinner, the next we overhear on 
another radio channel of an attempted 
suicide. A female has jumped off a bridge 
into the path of an oncoming train. It makes 
for grim listening, and I’m thankful we 
don’t have to assist. I later find out that she 
has internal injuries and burns to her face 
and chest, but unbelievably they are not life 
threatening. Good news. 

PC Chapman is not only concerned with 
catching speeding motorists but also plays 
a part in every aspect of road traffic safety. 
This could include stopping any cars for 
traffic violations or suspicious-looking 
persons, dealing with an RTA, checking the 
safety of cars and lorries, escorting 
abnormal loads, pursuing suspect vehicles 
and road safety education. 

PC Chapman tells me one of the biggest 
things he has to deal with in his job is lack 
of concentration. I recall from five years 
ago him telling me about the number of 
mobile phone offenses, and sadly it still 


continues to be a big problem today. 
“Whilst speeding and drink driving can be 
a big factor in causing a collision, the 
consequences of using a mobile phone 
whilst driving can be disastrous,” he warns. 

With every incident that we deal with, 
it’s extremely clear that PC Chapman 
wants to work with motorists, not against 
them. Ultimately all he wants is for them to 
drive safely and go home to their loved 
ones unharmed. 

An hour and a half before the end of the 
shift, PC Chapman returns the station, 
refuels the car, and turns out his 
outstanding paperwork before going home. 

It’s heart-warming that he is so 
passionate about his job and genuinely 
wants to keep Britain’s roads safe. He 
hasn’t been tarnished by the reams of 
paperwork, the cuts to policing budgets 
which has stretched already diminishing 
resources, or even having to deal with 
Operation Stack,. That in itself commands 
my utmost respect and makes me feel 
thankful that we have people like him 
helping us to enjoy driving safely.

controls for the OptiLink system - the dot 
matrix message screen in the back window 
that flags up various warning messages. Below 
that on the centre console are the controls for 
the lights, sirens and air horn. Fitted in the 
rear window area is a tracker box, a GPS 
system (assisted by four aerials on the roof of 
the vehicle) that’s effectively a black box to 
show how the vehicle is being driven on duty, 
whilst under the boot floor is a data recording 
machine, along with all the electronics. Even 
with Sat Nav- equipped cars, there’s a TomTom 
device, an invaluable tool apparently as it 
enables the officer in the passenger seat to 
give commentary during chase of a target’s 
exact location and speed. 

As you would expect the third row is folded 
down to take advantage of the 1124 litres of 
space for housing towing equipment, cones 
and cone lamps, first aid kit, signs, shovels, 
brooms and other clean up tools, wheel clamp, 
tyre pressure and depth gauge, tape measure, 
chalk, fire extinguisher, foil blankets and 
trauma teddies - an idea of Darren’s to give to 
children whose parents have been injured in 
an accident to help bring some comfort. 

As a roads policing car, the Discovery more 
than serves its purpose as a genuinely versatile 
and hard-working piece of kit. It’s unstoppable 
in the rough stuff and in its towing ability. 
Okay, so at llSmph a 2583 kg SUV feels 
somewhat frightening, but factor in all the 
airbags and of course, Darren’s first-rate 
driving, it's perfectly safe and I was secretly 
hoping that every call out required the blues 
and twos. Today, proved the Discovery’s 
exceptional spread of abilities, be it on road, 
up to its axles in mud, carrying a family of 
seven, or policing Britain’s roads.

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M ost of US greenlaners are 
keen outdoor enthusiasts 
and are always drawn to wild 
and beautiful landscapes, 
but unfortunately these 
areas are getting increasingly difficult to reach 
with more tracks being closed and as a result 
leaving fewer remote areas to explore. Luckily 
in the north-west of Ireland this is not the 
case with an abundance of remote Greenlanes 
waiting to be explored in the gem that is 
County Donegal. 

Donegal is famous for its rugged mountains 
and rough pasture that cover seventy per 
cent of the county with remote tracks that 
meander through a staggering 1.2 million 
acres or five hundred hectares of remote 
land. This stunning part of Ireland with its 
lake-filled valleys, unpolluted seas, vertical 
sea cliffs, expansive windswept moorland, 
craggy coastline and sandy beaches, is an ideal 
wilderness for exploring in your Land Rover. 

This was a part of Ireland that I was not 
familiar with and I was keen to check out some 
of its famous remote wilderness. Following 
some research online I was delighted to come 


across the Greenlane Donegal website. This 
very informative website that was set up in 
2014 provides plenty of information that will 
help you plan your adventure in Donegal, 
with details on information points and 
relevant information that will advise you on 
greenlaning in general. 

We contacted Shane Gallagher, the 
founder of this exciting initiative, through 
the Greenlane Donegal Facebook page and he 
immediately got back to us. After a couple of 
emails Shane generously agreed to give us a 
tour of his patch over a weekend, and we were 
very excited about exploring these ancient 
tracks with somebody who knows this part of 
Ireland like the back of his hand. 

We agreed to meet Shane in the Glenveagh 
National Park - the perfect place to give us 
a taste of what was in store over the coming 
days. With its spectacular surrounding 
scenery the Glenveagh National Park is one 
of six national parks in Ireland. Situated in 
the Northwest of Co. Donegal, Glenveagh 
encompasses some 16,000 hectares in the 
heart of the Derrjweagh Mountains. We met 
Shane in the visitor centre car park, he said he 


would be driving a very recognisable Defender 
90 and we had no problem identifying his 
Land Rover as it stood out amongst the rest of 
the vehicles parked up. 

After our introductions Shane gave us an 
overview of what we would be tackling over 
the next couple of days and he also gave us 
an insight into what Greenlane Donegal was 
all about. He highlighted that as a voluntary 
group Greenlane Donegal want to approach 
promoting Donegal and its many tracks with 
a sense of responsibility for the landscape 
and the environment while promoting and 
raising funds for the work of the Donegal 
Mountain rescue. Shane went on to explain 
that they seek to promote the proper use of 
actual existing trails and tracks and encourage 
members of the public to contact them on any 
aspect of greenlaning and particularly any 
misuse of lanes or tracks. “Really it’s all about 
preserving, conserving and exploring the 
ancient byways of this beautiful County.” 

He also informed us that Greenlane 
Donegal have completed a booklet for the 
general public that explains the greenway 
laws in Ireland. They decided to do this

mainly because many landowners/occupiers 
and recreational users are generally unsure 
about their obligations and responsibilities. 
This excellent leaflet provides information 
on the Occupiers’ Liability Act, 1995, and 
access to land for recreational use and related 
matters. It is aimed at landowners/occupiers 
and everyone who uses the Irish countryside 
for recreation and can be downloaded from 
their website. The interactive online booklet 
offers lots of helpful hints and tips. 

You could tell from first meeting Shane that 
he was passionate about this project and it 
was impressive to see the amount of work that 
Greenlane Donegal have done to date through 
their website and freely available information. 
After an interesting chat with Shane it was 
time to crank up the Land Rovers and go and 
explore this rugged landscape. Shane would 
be taking the lead in his 90 with both Mark 
and myself in tow in our Defenders. 

Our Donegal adventure would incorporate 
first tackling the Glenveagh National Park and 
the surrounding green lanes and mountain 
tracks and then making our way to explore 
the tracks near Sheephaven bay before finally 
arriving at the Inishowen peninsula. It’s pretty 
much as far north of the County as you can go 
and the most northerly point in Ireland. 

Glenveagh National Park, was a great 
introduction into what was to come. As we 
wound our way through the dry bog tracks it 


ESSENTIAL INFORMATION: DONEGAL 


Where 

Donegal is one of the largest counties in 
Ireland at 85 miles long and 41 miles 
wide with many islands. It covers an area 
of 1.2 million acres (c. 500, 000 hectares). 
Two-thirds of the land consists of rough 
pasture and upland bog between 600 
and 2000 feet above sea level. 

Getting There 

There are plenty of ferry services from 
the UK, including P&O ferries that run 
three sailings per day from Liverpool to 
Dublin. Other routes include Holyhead 
(Wales) to Dublin and there are also 
several ferries to Northern Ireland from 
the UK. 

Weather 

The North Atlantic drift brings warm 
waters, giving Donegal a temperate 
climate even at these northern latitudes. 
The best weather is often had at the end 
of April, beginning of May and again at 
the start of September. When a duration 


of dry and sunny weather arrives Donegal 
looks subtropical in its lush appearance. 
This is especially true with the algae 
blooms from April turning the water from 
blue to turquoise and bringing basking 
sharks, whales and other plankton eaters 
to our shores. 

Staying There 

There were a good variety of campsites 
along the way. Our first campsite was on 
the side of a mountain overlooking 
Sheephaven and the second a pier in the 
remote fishing village of Leenan. 

Lane Conditions 

Some of the tracks were challenging, but 
overall a standard Land Rover would be 
able to manage some of these 
spectacular greenlanes. 

A lot of Donegal lanes are privately 
owned, but are public rights of way at the 
minute. Please help us maintain that 
right by driving sensibly and respecting 
the owner’s property. 
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dscape ahead - this was the start of a real adventure” 



was not long before the vehicles were put into 
low range. The scenery immediately gets your 
attention as you progress along the track, with 
the rolling hills in the distance the blue skies 
and the rugged landscape ahead, you could 
not help but feel that this was the start of a 
real adventure. 

We were very impressed with the first 
couple of hours and the endless miles of green 
lanes covered. Later that afternoon Shane 
informed us over the radio that we would be 
hitting the tarmac for a bit before reaching 
the next batch of tracks. The environment 
up here is always changing and you are never 
too far from the mountains and the views of 
the Atlantic Ocean. After spending the rest of 
the evening tackling the steeper tracks that 
overlook Sheephaven bay we then headed for 
our first wild campsite. Shane took us up along 
a hill track to our camp that provided some 
spectacular views of the bay and surrounding 
coastline below. It was a cracking evening and 
as we got the fire going, it was then out with 
the rotisserie for some crackling pork. The 
views of the sun going down over the bay as 
we tucked into our dinner was the perfect end 
to our first day exploring Donegal. 

Shane left us that evening and agreed to 
meet us at our camp on the side of the hill first 
thing in the morning. After a good feed and 
even better night sleep the sound of Shane’s 
perfectly tuned Td5 engine making its way up 
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“One of the local fishermen 
kindly offered us a whopper 
of a crab for our tea” 



towards where we had camped was our alarm 
call. After throwing a few of the famous and 
locally produced Mickey Joes sausages on the 
hotplate, we discussed the plan for the day 
over a cup of coffee with Shane. 

We would be heading for Inishowen 
Ireland’s largest peninsula, the peninsula 
is also Ireland’s most northerly point. We 
would also be visiting the Grianan of Aileach, 
a ring fort that served as the royal seat of the 
Kingdom of Ailech. This part of Donegal is 
steeped in history and spectacular scenery. 
Shortly after arriving on the peninsula 
we went straight to the see the Grianan of 
Aileach fort, this historic structure is located 
on a hill top with spectacular views of the 
coastline. The main structure is a stone ring 
fort, thought to have been built in the sixth or 
seventh century. It has been identified as the 
seat of the Kingdom of Aileach and one of the 
royal sites of Gaelic Ireland. Today, the site is 
a National Monument, a tourist attraction and 
a must visit. 

After a good look round we then took 
the 100 mile scenic route. This route passes 
Dunree beach and Dunree Fort (military 
museum) with some cracking beaches to 
be enjoyed along the way. We then turned 
inland through the spectacular Mamore Gap 
(between the Urris Hills and Raghtin More 
mountain), before arriving at the remote 
Leenan Bay. Leena is a picturesque coastal 
fishing village and would be our camp for the 
night. We decided to camp on the pier and 
throw a line out as the fishing was supposed 
to be pretty good here. We had just set up 



camp when one of the local fishermen kindly 
offered us a whopper of a crab for our tea. We 
got on with the fire and a pot of boiling water 
to cook our generous offering, together with 
a quick wheat bread made from some flour I 
had in the landy. 

We threw another line, sat back around the 
fire and watched a couple of Polish lads catch 
a load of fish. We didn’t have as much luck, 
but we weren’t too bothered as we chatted to 
some of the local and friendly villagers who 
came down to check out our vehicles. 

This was the perfect end to a great 
weekend of exploring the greenlanes and 
the remote landscape that makes Donegal 
unique in Ireland. It’s easy to see why Shane is 
passionate about his County and who wouldn’t 
with its endless remote tracks and beautiful 
rugged coastline, with literally a surprise 
around every corner. It’s hard to believe that 
Greenlane Donegal is only operating as an 
entity for just over a year with the abundance 
of information on its website. You can see that 
the lads who are developing it, headed up by 
Shane, are committed to sharing what their 
County has to offer to the rest of the world. 

We say our goodbyes to Shane and thanking 
him for his hospitality and time in showing us 
around his patch, but we knew it wouldn’t be 
the last good bye. If there’s one thing we can 
say for, it was that we would be returning very 
soon as we only just got a taste of what this 
remote part of Ireland has to offer. For more 
details on Greenlane Donegal check out their 
very informative website and information 
guides on www.greenlanedonegal.ie .

Four years after launch, Land 
Rover updates the Evoque 
according to customer feedback

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I t is a pleasant 24 degrees outside, with not even a hint of 
a breeze and clear blue skies. I knock back my second 
coffee of the day - an inadequate dose of caffeine 
considering I had been up since 4.15am - and console 
myself with the fact I am in Barcelona. Also I have the 
keys to the brand-new Evoque and in an hour I will be at 
the Land Rover Experience Centre in Les Comes. Yes, that is right, 
the transport of choice for yummy mummies to deliver their 
children to prep school in, is going for a bit of a jaunt on the rough 
stuff And as I was hoping, it delivered the same exemplary level of 
capability that we are used to from Range Rover. 

Realistically, the percentage of Range Rover’s chic baby SUV 
ever going off-road is probably zero. The point is if it wanted to, it 
could. That is not to say however, that it made me feel a little 
uncomfortable driving a sparkling new Evoque between narrow 
rock crevices and through deep water troughs. Once I had got 
over the fact the Evoque was highly capable - even wearing 
normal tyres - and that I was not going to graze the bodywork, 
puncture a tyre or damage the suspension, I began to enjoy what 
was the most extreme off-road session I had ever encountered. 

With 60 km of forest tracks across Catalonian’s rugged 
landscape, it is the ideal location for testing the new Evoque to its 
limits. With cleaner engines on customer’s wish lists, together 
with refinement improvements, the biggest change is the 
replacement of the old 2.2 diesel engine with Jaguar Land Rover’s 
(JLR) new Ingenium 2.0-litre unit from the Discovery Sport. 
Available in two states of tune, 150 ps and 180 ps, we are here to 
drive both in six- speed manual 2WD and nine- speed automatic 
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4WD configuration. The engine transforms the Evoque 
into the most efficient Land Rover ever made, with an 
improvement of almost 20 per cent on the original model, 
which, by the way, has clocked up nearly half a million 
sales in the past four years. Can you believe it? The Evoque 
is also offered with the 240 ps Si4 petrol engine, although 
we would not have the opportunity to drive this today. 

Whilst more challenging for the driver and necessitated 
slipping the clutch to get across the some of the more 
rutted declines, the two-wheel-drive variant showed its 
worth off-road and without compromise as much as four- 
wheel- drive. Smell of burnt clutch aside, we would 
recommend the 4x4 version however, as it also comes 
with Land Rover's latest electronic off-road system, 
which has now been enhanced to include the sophisticated 
All-Terrain Progress Control (ATPC). It maintains a pre- 
determined speed that can be dialled from the cruise 
control buttons in forward or reverse gears between 1.1 
mph and 19 mph. It is very impressive and teamed with 
the auto box choosing the optimum gear for me all I had 
to do was marry the instructors’ hand signals with my 
actions on the steering wheel. Talking of which, the auto 
box is excellent, and really comes into its own when off- 
road driving. Whilst the manual enjoys a super smooth 
short shift action, the new Ingenium engine works far 
better with the nine-speed auto. This transmission 
however, is only offered in combination with the 180 ps 
engine and four-wheel drive, which although is the best 
combination adds a hefty £4400 to the cost. A somewhat 
clever move from JLR given the manual will account for

only around 10% of sales, with the vast majority of buyers 
likely to opt for the nine- speed auto option instead. 

As well as ATPC we also made use of the other driver 
assistance wizardry such as the available throttle map 
settings for different terrain (offering six settings: 
General, Dynamic, Grass/Gravel/Snow, Mud/Ruts, Sand 
and Rock Crawl) and Hill Descent Control (HDC). The 
system, which debuted on the Discovery Sport is sublime, 
and can also be adjusted in the same way via the cruise , 
control buttons. At its slowest setting, it reduces the speed | 
of the descending Evoque to a crawl and reacts in a \ 
nanosecond - perfect for when you are also have to avoid j 
great big rocks. As well as HDC, all models come with j 
multiple airbags, stability, traction control and automatic ] 
emergency braking. And if you want to spend more money \ 
making your Evoque even safer then optional items \ 
include the likes of Lane-Keeping assist. Autonomous i 
Emergency Braking and Attention Assist Estimation, j 
which monitors steering inputs to detect when a driver is j 
at risk of falling asleep at the wheel. \ 

We also got to test the Evoque’s wading performance. \ 
The recommended wading depth of the new model is 19.6 i 
inches, and with the Wade Sensing system providing a | 
real-time display of the water level around the vehicle we j 
would be warned via a message on the touch screen and = 
an audible signal if we went too deep. It is a clever unit, : 
which uses ultrasonic sensors fitted in the exterior 3 
mirrors to measure the distance from the mirror to the ■ 
water surface, and then calculates the depth of the water | 
taking into account any forward or backward tilt of the j 
vehicle. It is useful for water crossings like fords and \ 
navigating any roads which have been flooded, especially j 
in the dark, but not recommended for extreme off- j 
roading, when the water depth might change too suddenly ] 
for the system to warn the driver in time. \ 

We also got the opportunity to drive both models on j 
Tarmac, and on the twisty roads that surround Montserrat, j 
a uniquely formed multi-peaked mountain, it felt very i

car-like to drive. There is little body roll in the corners, the 
steering is light and accurate, and if offers a decent level of 
ride comfort. Thanks to stiff cylinder blocks and 
decoupled injectors ensuring lower levels of vibration and 
noise intrusion, the new diesel engine is a lot quieter than 
the previous version making it feel more refined. We 
would definitely opt for the 180 ps version. You can feel its 
urgency from below 2000 rpm and at high revs there is a 
wide band of pulling power that is easy to exploit, and 
great for over-taking. On the motorway it settled down 
nicely to a relaxed 1850 rpm. 

It goes from zero to 62 mph in nine seconds - 2.2 
seconds quicker than in 150 ps guise, yet costs the same to 
tax and still returns a respectable 55.4 mpg and C02 
emissions from 134 g/km. Service intervals for the TD4 
engine have also been extended from 16,000 miles to 
21,000 contributing to lower running costs, and with 
sector-leading residual values, it is estimated to bring 
owners up to around £3700 savings over three years. 

The new Evoque will be the first Land Rover vehicle to 
be designated as an ‘E- Capability’ variant. The most 
efficient models will wear a blue Evoque badge; applied to 
the eD4 109g/km (three- door) and 113g/km (five- door) 
front-wheel drive derivatives. The sportier TD4 Dynamic 
versions have their badges in red, and looks set to continue 
as Land Rover's top seller. 

Aside from a new engine, the 2016 model also gets a 
mid-life facelift, which includes a new front bumper, two 
new grille designs available in a range of finishes, all LED 
adaptive headlamps, new tailgate spoiler and three new 
alloy wheel designs. Optional new roof fins feature an 
integrated 3G antenna. Having established, and then 
dominated the luxury compact SUV sector the challenge 
was to evolve the design rather than dilute it. 

Inside there is new seats and door casings, redesigned 
instrument binnacle, new infotainment system accessed 
via an eight inch touchscreen (which is poor by InControl 
Pro standards), the introduction of new soft-touch 
materials and a hands-free opening tailgate. A head-up 
display can be ordered as an option, as can massaging 
front seats, which are standard on higher grade versions. 

The new Evoque is priced from £30,200 for the basic 
SE trim level - an increase of £995, to £51,800 for the 
range-topping Autobiography edition. Styled to impress, 
with genuine go -anywhere ability far beyond what any 
owner is likely to discover, it looks as though the Evoque 
- four years after its birth - will still be able to uphold its 
accolade of being the best-selling Land Rover ever.

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Polish military police Land Rovers

IN OUR March 2013 issue we took a brief look 
at the interesting Defenders used by Poland’s 
Oddzial Specjalny andarmerii Wojskowej, the 
Military Police Special Branch, using 
photographs taken by my German colleague 
Clemens Niesner during a training exercise in 
the autumn of 2012. 

The OS W wing of the Polish gendarmerie 
works closely with Special Forces Command 
in anti-terrorist roles in addition to providing 
security for VIPs such as the President of the 
Republic, the Minister of National Defence 
and the Chief of the Defence Staff. 

While researching my 2013 article I 
discovered that a total of 140 Defenders in 
total were procured in the middle of the last 
decade by the andarmerii Wojskowej 
(Military Police) or W, as a whole and not just 
for OS W. 

However, on client confidentiality grounds, 
neither Jaguar Land Rover in Warsaw, who 
supplied the Core models, nor long-term 
dealers TEAM Marek Pasierbski in Wroclaw, 
who undertook the conversions, were able to 
discuss specifications or go into detail with 
me. So, questions had to wait until I was given 
the chance to photograph and examine the 
vehicles for myself 

My first opportunity to photograph one of 
these unique Station Wagons arose during 
Exercise RYS ’14 last November, on the 
aga Training Area at wi toszow, where one 
was working closely alongside British 
Military Police hard top 110 Defenders on 
manoeuvres with 12th Mechanised Brigade. 

However, it would not be until this June 


that I was able to both photograph a typical 
soft top W Defender 110 and discuss Polish 
MP Land Rovers with end users during the 
multinational Exercise NOBLE JUMP ’15, 
which was also held at wi toszow. 

In addition to a number of Station Wagons 
being used for typical MP tasks during the 
Distinguished Visitors Day, two immaculately 
turned out Land Rovers were presented on the 
static stands following the three-phase 
dynamic display by Special Forces, Air Assault 
Forces, and Armoured Forces. Lithuanian 
SpecOps WMIK 110s participated in the first 
phase (see last month’s issue) and Czech Para 
KAYMAN 130s (see September) took part in 
the second. 

After the NATO Secretary General, senior 
politicians and NATO top brass visited the 
W stand, I grabbed the opportunity to ask 
my questions of the military policemen. Like 
most, they rely on Land Rovers to do their 
job, and they were more than happy to 
talk shop. 

The first thing I established, after 
confirming that they actually liked their 
vehicles and had no major issues with them, 
was the precise age and specification of the 
fleet. This was easy to do. Not only were the 
VIN plates easily visible through the 
windscreens and the users happy for me to 
photograph them for research purposes, but 
data boards with basic specs were also 
provided in English and Polish. 

The Polish MNoD categorises the MP 
Defender as being a Samochod Interwencyjny, 
which translates literally as Intervention 


Vehicle, but it is probably best to consider this 
as patrol vehicle. They do not use the term 
Station Wagon, but call this version a Hard 
Top to differentiate from the Soft Top. The 
former has a seating capacity of eight, 
including driver and commander, whereas the 
latter seats only six. 

When I looked through the windows of the 
MP Station Wagon (Hard Top) working 
alongside 12 Mech on RYS ’14 (known as 
Ex. BLACK EAGLE to UK participants) 
I noticed not only that the four rear seats 
were individual and inward-facing, but also 
that the second row of forward-facing 
seats had box section uprights, to which seat 
back panels and high-line head restraints 
were fitted. 

In the rear of the MP Soft Top, which one of 
the NCOS kindly opened up to allow me to 
take photos, there are two inward facing 
single seats without head restraints and the 
two seats at the very back are not only 
rear-facing , but they have the same high 
headrests as the second row of seats in the 
Station Wagon. 

As I am sure most readers will have spotted, 
the roof of the Polish Station Wagon is 
considerably higher than usual, as is the 
canopy and cage of the Soft Top. This provides 
considerably more headroom inside both 
vehicles, allowing taller troops to wear combat 
helmets inside without discomfort. 

The data boards stated that these Defenders 
are powered by a 2495cc 5-cylinder diesel 
engine through a 5 -speed manual gearbox and 
this is confirmed by the VIN plates, which

indicate Model Year 2006, Left Hand Drive, 
2.5-litre Td5 on standard, rather XD chassis. 
Maximum speed indicated by the user is 129 
km/h, which is a smidgen above 80 mph, with 
output given as 120 hp at 4200 rpm. 

When I last wrote about these vehicles I 
stated that the roof was about 150 mm higher 
than that of the Wolf, which is slightly taller 
than a standard civvy Defender. The Polish 
MNoD has interestingly given us a height for 
their Station Wagon, which is 1997 mm, and 
their Soft Top is given as being from 2035- 
2059 mm, presumably based on whether or 
not there is cargo in the rear. 

Unfortunately, I do not believe these figures 
to be accurate and suspect they have been 
lifted from Land Rover’s standard core model 
sales literature, meaning the higher roof and 
canopy lines have not been allowed for. I am 
still inclined to run with my 150 mm estimate, 
though with hindsight I wish I had taken a 
tape measure to Poland. 

There are a number of other visible 
differences between Polish MP and British 
Army Defenders, not least of which are 
the side lockers on the Soft Top, jerrycan 
racks on both vehicles and the self- 
recovery winches. 

The latter, which are mounted behind an 
enlarged front bumper with tubular 
brushguard above, are plated as Tevor 
winches. This company, based in a small town 
about 93 miles south of Warsaw, is a 
general distributor for Ramsey Winch 
of Oklahoma. 

The side lockers, which protrude roughly in

A QUARTER of a century ago the Iron 
Curtain had fallen.

conventional military users. Roll 
forward to 2015 and militarised civilian 
Volkswagens and Nissans now serve 
with NATO armies.

DEFENDERS ARE in the minority 
with the Polish Army, with the bulk 
of their medium and light utility 
4x4 fleet being comprised of Tarpan 
HONKER and UAZ 469 vehicles. 
The HONKER, named after a 
famous operation by Polish 2nd 
Corps during the final battle to 
capture Monte Cassino in WWII, 
evolved in the mid-1980s out of an 
earlier state-manufactured pick-up 
truck produced by the Poznan- 
based FSR (Fabryka Samochodow 
Rolniczych or Agricultural Vehicles 
Factory) intended mostly for public 
service and public utility use during 
the Communist era. In 2013 the 
Polish Ministry of National Defence 
commenced Project TARPAN (the 
name comes from a breed of extinct 
wild horse used by the Tartars) to 
investigate the future replacement 
of its ageing LMV (Light Multi- 
purpose Vehicle) 4x4 fleet and this 
July it invited tenders for the supply 
of 841 softskin vehicles in the 
3500kg GVW category plus 41 
armoured variants. Originally the 
Defender was one of several vehicle 
makes proposed for this contract, 
but the forthcoming cessation in 
production has ruled this out. 


line with the wheel-arch cheeks, were made 
by Italian manufacturer RAWER, who 
produce a wide range of pressed steel stowage 
boxes of different sizes and shapes for heavy 
lorries, but there are no lockers similar to this 
in their latest catalogue. 

Unlike on the Wolf 110 and some other 
military Defenders, which have lockers in the 
same position, these are not intended for 
jerrycans. These are carried in racks behind 
the rear wheels and a half-height can is usually 
carried on the right side to allow easy access to 
the fuel filler. 

The Polish Military Police Station Wagon, 
or Hard Top, model is less utilitarian than the 
Soft Top, being equipped with air-conditioning 
and a Webasto heater. Parts of Poland can get a 
bit nippy in winter, but become very warm at 
the height of summer, so these two items are a 
bit of a necessity for patrol vehicles. 

They are also fitted with Garmin GPS, as are 
the Soft Tops, and radio telephones for Police 
communications. A military convoy light is 
mounted on the lower left rear and a red and 
blue light bar is mounted above the cab on 
both Defender models. 

Most Polish Military Police vehicles, 
including cars and minibuses, but with the 
exception of covert vehicles such as 
Discoveries, are identifiable by a deep white 
bar on each side with the italicised initials ZW 
(note there is a bar through the Z) on the front 
doors. These initials are also found on the 
light bar. Paint colour is usually matt NATO 
Green IRR but, as in the case of the vehicles in 
the lead image for this photo, highly polished 
examples are sometimes presented for 
displays or parades.

I f there’s one thing that unites kids and adults alike, it’s 
the love of remote controlled vehicles. They just have a 
mass appeal that draws people of all ages in; and the 
more realistic a remote control vehicle is the better. And 
To -Jo is achieving just that, bringing a product that is 
completely unique to the market. As well as a chassis that 
responds to rugged terrain in the same way a full sized Land 
Rover does together with a 1:10 composite body shell; their 
mechanical capability and level of detail will blow you away. 

It’s been a long and arduous journey to get to this stage 
however, as I found out after meeting with Company 
Director, Tom Lever, whose affiliation with the Green Oval 
goes well beyond his career. “Land Rover has always been a 
big part of my life. I grew up going out shooting with my dad 
- and you can’t go off into the countryside without a Land 
Rover, we had a family Discovery and my dad drives a Range 
Rover now. Six years ago I started working for Land Rover as 
a Brand Ambassador through an events agency, which is 
how the opportunity for what you see now opened up.” 

Through talking to the right people, Tom learnt that they 
liked the idea of having radio control vehicle activity to 
support Land Rover sponsored events, but there was nothing 
premium enough to represent the brand. “I’d been told they 
looked into using radio controlled cars, but the problem 
with them is that they’re toys. They’re not high quality so 
they break down a lot and don’t really represent the real 
thing, so they decided to stay away,” recalls Tom. Once he 
heard this, he did some research into it along with his former 
business partner and they worked out that you could create 
a radio control vehicle, with scale cast metal axles, locked 
differentials and four-wheel- drive. 

The pair made a prototype and pitched it to the 
Experiential Marketing Manager of Jaguar Land Rover 
through an agency, who said yes. That was three years ago 


and Tom never dreamt of how successful it would become; 
as well as events for Land Rover UK, To -Jo cater for private 
and dealership events, and corporate entertainment 
packages with the likes of Red Bull. What makes To-Jo’s 
scale models so unique is they provide a lot of fun in the 
same way a real toy does, but they’re also highly capable. 
“People are enchanted by them. No one has ever seen 
anything like it - they’re probably the most realistic model 
you can find anywhere in the world off-the-shelf. Typically 
it attracts children, so it’s great when you get hilariously 
giddy ladies and gentlemen asking if they can have a go,” 
exclaims Tom. 

So, how exactly do you go about building something that's 
essentially a small car? “My background is not in radio 
controlled cars so I didn’t know that much about it to begin 
with. I knew enough about Land Rovers though, so myself 
and my original business partner joined several forums for 
scale modellers. We found someone who made something 
that was a very good representation. He then helped us to 
modify a whole load of chassis that were imported from a 
steel worker in the Czech Republic, and then detail the body 
shells. That got us through year one,” reveals Tom. 

Year two however presented a different set of problems. 
Land Rover wanted them to run multiple events on the same 
day - which meant creating more models and models of a 
higher quality. “What we’d previously done was modify 
something, now we had to start from scratch. By this stage 
I’d been running the company for 18 months and there 
wasn’t much at this stage that I didn’t know about remote 
control cars, but I still needed the right people on board. 

“Fortunately, a designer, who specialises in radio 
controlled cars and was looking for new projects, got in 
contact with me. We went through all of the specifications 
together and he designed a new chassis. We then partnered 
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with a company that manufactures radio control cars in 
America, to provide some of the elements, and with a 
combination of custom parts we managed to produce a 
perfect replica. For events purposes we can then modify that 
chassis to become a 110, 130, 90 or indeed any remote off-road 
control car in the world,” explains Tom. 

When it came to the paint, they found something that’s 
actually better than what you’d find on your own Land Rover. 
“When we started, we used air cans or air brushing, but with 
normal paint it chips and scratches. We spent an awful lot of 
time researching it and found a company who use real 
automotive paint finish but it’s plasticised, so it flexes and 
when you look at it, it has a metallic shine to it. It’s also more 
durable and you can replicate prints with it, such as leopard 
skin through water film technology.” 

If you take a look at the video on To -Jo’s website, it’s 
incredible how their models scale muddy rock faces, traverse 
sheer ridges and cross rugged ground just like a real Defender. 
So, how exactly did they manage to conquer the engineering 
side of things? “With a lot of help from the world’s most 
experienced radio control car designers that truly understand 
how to scale down a helical diff to a 1:10 proportion and make 
it work. Also from great partnerships with other 
manufacturers and a lot of trial and error,” answers Tom. “Of 
course, some of its common sense - like making sure the 
centre of gravity is correct to get the balance right in the car.”

RUGBY WORLD CUP DEFENDER 


THE SCALE model of the Rugby World Cup 2015 
Defender was one of Tom’s biggest challenges: “We 
had to start with modifying our chassis to make the 
body shell fit. 

Essentially, it’s a 110 double-cab pick-up that’s 
been filled in with a flat four and a glass enclosure 
mounted on the back to house the trophy, so we had 
to create a 110 truck bed, except that as it’s a scale 
model a lot of it is what we call scratch built, which 
means it’s built by hand from raw materials. 

The roll-cage was custom made, but we had a lot 
of special elements 3D printed, from the bumpers 
to the clear lenses on the side and the hinges on the 
pick up at the back. We also used a company to do 
the graphics, but the problem is that they’re so small 
it’s very difficult to cut them by machine, so a lot of 
it was done by hand with tweezers. 

We also needed to have a custom roll-cage made. 
All in all it took ten days.”

Astonishingly To-Jo achieved this without input from the 
engineers at Land Rover; moreover complete CAD drawings 
for the Defender don’t even exist. And even for other body 
shells, as it’s made up of thousands of different elements, 
there’s just not one file that exists. There are also all sorts of 
data protection issues. 

Whilst it was a challenge to make it look as good as it does, 
without compromising on functionality, only the hard core 
enthusiast may spot the odd difference. In much the same 
way as the graphics, some of the mechanical parts are very 
difficult to scale down, such as the teeth on a helical 
differential, without them becoming fragile and breaking. 
Every part has to be durable, reliable, and of a really good 
quality, so despite best efforts to consolidate the number of 
places that they source parts from, To-Jo's philosophy is to 
utilise the very best components available, wherever they 
are in the world. So for example, just the electronics alone 
come from America, Japan and China. 

The realistic ladder frame chassis is made out of 
predominately steel and aluminium, and it utilises shock 
and spring suspension in the same way as a modern 
Defender. They’re oil filled and spring up and down, absorb 
the bumps through the shocks and then provide a nice 
articulation through the springs. The rubber on the 1.9 inch 
all-terrain tyres is real; the only difference being is that 
they’re not filled with compressed air. Because of the scale 
and where the cars are used, it’s easier to fill them with 
foam, which as a result means they’re slightly deflated and 
therefore offer more grip. In addition, there are a few 
different designs of steel wheels available, and it even has a 
Warn 9.5cti winch! 

There’s a centre mounted realistic 4x4 transfer case, 
transmission, driveshaft going up and down the vehicle. 


they’ve even used constant velocity joints; there are only two 
elements that aren’t the same as a real Defender. Firstly the 
motor which is obviously electric and secondly the single 
speed transmission, locked at low range - because for their 
purposes they don’t need high range. The steering wheel is 
also fixed - instead they use a servo box underneath the 
shell, which acts as a steering rack. It’s one of the 
compromises that Tom’s had to make, whilst it would be a 
nice idea in terms of durability it would break very quickly. 

Unfortunately with the Defender going out of production, 
the team need to look into alternative methods to make new 
body shells: “We trialled 3D printing, but in the end the 
resolution is still not fine enough; so when you get something 
back from the printers it’s very grainy. At this stage 3D 
printing is not very desirable, but it’s good for one-off 
prototypes, like the World Cup model [see above] we 
created, because with a bit of tender loving care you can 
sand off the grain. Moving forwards we’re looking at other 
methods, such as 3D mapping software," says Tom with a 
wry grin. 

Tom’s ultimate dream would be to build a couple more 
automotive contracts, and work closely with the brands to 
provide them with an amazing product that they could retail 
to represent their cars through-out the world, as well as 
doing more corporate entertainment. And the ultimate scale 
model that he’d like to recreate? “I’ve always wanted to do a 
Series One. I’ve thought about doing something for myself to 
sit in the office so that I can look at it and think how far 
we’ve come and what we’ve achieved. As your readers will 
know they’re very different to the modern Defender and I’d 
love to build one, with the leaf springs and so on.” I think if 
that vision ever became a reality then chances are he’ll end 
up building more than just one for himself!

PORTUGAL 

Land Rovers struggle in the dusty 
Ultra4 Europe King of Portugal

B orn in the dusty wastes of the 
Californian desert, the no rules 
concept of King of the Hammers 
has made its way across to Europe. 

This was only the second running 
of the European Ultra4 Championship, with 
the 2015 events held in Italy, Wales and 
Portugal this year. 

The 4x4s used in Ultra 4 racing are just as 
powerful as a Formula 1 car while their 
suspension travel is better than that of a 
Trophy Truck. So going head to head in one of 
these beasts on an extreme Ultra 4 racing off- 
road course is definitely not for sissies. Ultra 4 
racing is what it says on the tin; the ultimate 
form of off-road racing. Robb Pritchard 
reports back on how some of the better-known 
Land Rovers recently fared in the series finale 
in Portugal.

69 Jim Marsden / Helder Rocha 

Despite massive victories earlier in the year in 
the Croatia Trophy and Breslau, Jim Marsden 
from Team Gigglepin could not repeat his 
2014 heroics when he was still in the hunt for 
the overall trophy going into the final event of 
the season. This did not stop him from going 
for another event win. Starting near the back 
of the field for the prologue could’ve been an 
advantage as he got to watch how everyone 
else took the jumps before negotiating the 
section with the half-buried tractor tyres. 
Sadly by the time he set off the sun had set and 
he ended up doing his lap in the pitch dark. 
Due to the hanging dust he had to stop dead in 
some places and he also had to winch through 
the tyre section. This meant starting the main 
event in a lowly 19th, a massive disadvantage 
on the tight and dusty course. 

Jim is a real racing driver and two thirds of 
the way round the first 25km (15.5miles) lap 
he was already up to seventh on the road, and 
by the end of the second lap a very impressive 
second overall. 

The good going didn't last long though and 
in Jim’s own words, in one of the tougher 
sections of the fabled dinosaur eggs, he ran out 
of talent. An innocuous-looking slip off a rock 
that was larger than the Land Rover, ended 
with the car on its side. As it was winched back 
upright the leaking brake fluid caught fire. It 


wasn't a race ending accident though, neither 
was the broken transfer box that blew on the 
climb back into the rocks on the next lap. As 
the team had another big race in 10 days, they 
decided to pull out to preserve the car. He was 
his usual diplomatic self about it all. “Not what 
I wanted, but you can’t win them all.” 

310 Jorge Aranjo/ Paulo Mendes 

Portuguese drivers showed that they have 
phenomenal off-road driving skills by winning 
every single class. With the big boys competing 
in the Unlimited class, Jorge Aranjo and Paulo 
Mendes from Tuff 4x4 team took line honours 
in the Legends class. You have to remember 
that they do the same rocky course as the 
Unlimited Class. 

Allow me to tell you a little about their 
competition truck. The chassis is extended to 
100 inches, which is not a modification that 
would surprise any British Land Rover 
enthusiast, but the addition of a pair of Nissan 
Patrol GR61 axles might raise a few eyebrows. 
It’s quite a popular conversion in Portugal as 
they are famously strong and come with 
factory fitted lockers, it works out cheaper 
than fitting uprated shafts and ARBs. The 
suspension is by Fox while the Td5 engine and 
gearbox are both standard Land Rover items, 
apart from the addition of a VGT turbo. 

Jorge races in the Portuguese national off- 


road championship, so he already has an 
advantage over the visiting teams. The massive 
rocks and fast WRC-like sections turn this 
class into a mini Ultra4 series. Before the 
event they were in third place. King of Portugal 
didn’t go exactly to plan for them, their 
transfer box blew up 100 metres from the 
start. So instead of heading out into the rocks 
they had to run back to the service van for the 
spare. No outside assistance is allowed so they 
had to change it themselves, and every other 
competitor was long gone by the time they 
fixed it. 

They were about an hour behind the closest 
competitor and so they pushed hard. By the 
time they got out of the dinosaur egg section 
they had already passed a few people with 
problems. Then by the time they crossed the 
finish line at the end of lap 2 of 7 they were in 
the lead. 

“The course was amazing, but so hard that 
we had to look after the car the whole race. 
There is no place where you can really relax. 
It’s crazy and in some places it’s so bad you 
end up driving completely blind. I think our 
main advantage was that my co-driver is very 
experienced, he knows which rocks we can 
drive over and which ones need winching, 
sometimes going slowly and carefully over 
certain sections makes you very fast in the 
long run!”

7 Andre Henriques / Marcelo Lopes 

One of the most incredible stories of the event 
had to be the number 7 matt black Defender 
90 driven by Andre Henriques in. Incredibly 
this was his first ever race and he finished 
fourth overall. “I wasn’t a complete novice/’ he 
explained. “I drove the car for about an hour 
before the race!” 

The chassis on their Defender 90 is 10 cm 
longer and like many trial Land Rovers in 
Portugal the axles are from a Nissan Patrol. 
The Td5 engine has been given a Td5 Inside 
Performance ECU and a CR turbo from 
Claudio Ricardo. This boosts performance to 
230 hp and an impressive 406 lb ft of torque. 

“We went off into the prologue and it was 
very cool to go over my first obstacle, the 
buried tyres. As I was waiting I saw some 
people get stuck and even have some accidents, 
this made me a little nervous, but I just 
powered through. It felt good. My co-driver 
driver was great and told me exactly where to 
go - without him we would never have done 
so well.” 

According to Andre, things did not get any 
easier after that. “The main course was pretty 


special. If I was out off-roading with some 
friends and they pointed up to the first rocks 
and said ‘let's drive up there’ I would’ve 
thought that it was impossible. The first time 
we went into the rocks I was sure that the car 
was going to end up upside down, but I trusted 
my co-driver. He was running ahead, looking 
at the wheels to see where they were and 
where I needed to steer. We drove through all 
of the rocks and when we got back out on the 
normal track again I thought that maybe it 
wasn't so hard after all. 

I had no expectation of a good result so 
there was no stress. We weren't racing like 
some of the other crazy guys around us, just 
concentrating on driving, one rock at a time 
and enjoying it, maybe this makes our result 
even more impressive? I don’t know. We’ll 
definitely do some more races in Portugal 
because in the future I’ll know what the car 
and I can do now!”

For most people having your car, with a 
missing corner, taken back to camp in a scrap 
truck, before being craned straight onto the 


trailer, is not considered a great day. 
Pembrokeshire Mudslingers are not most 
people. Dragging the three-wheeled car for 6 
km (3.7 miles) through the last lap was enough 
not to lose a position, so it was all smiles for 
the proud Welsh team with 2nd place in the 
Legends class. 

“We had a really good race because before 
the wheel came off, we’d had no problems. 
Plus we had a big advantage on the 3rd 
placed car, we knew they couldn’t catch us. 
We just needed to get out of the stage. We 
had all the lockers in, kept it planted and 
winched where we needed to, we had to get to 
the finish. 

The race was good. None of us have ever 
seen anything like these rocks before though. 
We did Italy and Wales, but what we had to go 
through to get to the finish in Portugal was 
something special and there's nothing like it 
anywhere else. You need to do these big events 
to get the invaluable experience. We are very 
happy with our result.”

The Land Rover Owners’ Club of KwaZulu Natal search for 
elephants along the Mozambique border

I n a place called Tembe Elephant Park 
one might expect that the mighty 
pachyderm reigns supreme, yet it is 
the diminutive dung beetle that holds 
right of way Their ignoble job of 
tidying up after 220 elephants is often under- 
appreciated, yet their unseen labours are 
essential to the health of the eco-system 
Tucked into a northeastern corner of South 
Africa along the border with Mozambique, the 
park is a hidden gem of nature and is unknown 
even to many South Africans. Solitude and 
ruggedness make the place special and the 
bumpy drive to reach its sandy forests is 
definitely worthwhile. 

The park has strong ties to the local Land 
Rover community. Each year staff host six 
fundraising events during which clubs are 
invited to visit and see Tembe in ways that 
most can only dream of The Land Rover 
Owners’ Club of KwaZulu Natal is a long time 
supporter of the park and its members return 
yearly for the magic of the wilderness. 

The four- day weekend began with an 
unexpected detour. Prior to leaving Durban 
for the 298 mile drive, club member Kenneth 
Jones received an urgent phone call from 
thepark. A Defender belonging to one of the 
volunteer rangers had a dead battery and could 
he please bring a replacement and an 



alternator? Never one to refuse such a request, 
Kenneth hustled over to Landy Parts 4 Africa 
to collect the spares. 

Our drive along the N2 motorway demanded 
constant vigilance. The two lane dual 
carriageway became a five lane road as slower 
traffic pull onto the shoulder to let faster 
vehicles pass, sometimes two abreast. This 
sounds easy, however the shoulder was 
frequently occupied by slow-moving lorries, 
pedestrians, livestock, pineapple sellers and 
stopped minibus taxis. With relief we turned 
our pair of Rovers off the highway at Hluhluwe 
and made more relaxing progress past villages 
and fields to the park gates. 

With the ranger’s battery sorted, we 
proceeded along sandy tracks into the heart of 
the park as night fell. An hour later we pulled 
into the Ponweni camp in time for dinner. Most 
visitors to Tembe stay in the lodge near the 
main gate or outside the park. The club was 
allowed to stay at the staff camp in the remote 
reaches of the interior. It was simple 
accommodation and a perfect base from which 
to explore. 

The rangers welcomed the club and thanked 
everyone for their longstanding commitment 
to the vitality of the park. By the light of the fire 
we sat down to a traditional South African bush 
meal: potjie stew, in which a cast-iron cauldron 
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NEED TO KNOW 

Travel tips for South Africa: 

Most major airlines fly into and out of 
Johannesburg. Travel within the country 
on low-cost domestic flights is 
inexpensive and the service is good. 
Mango and Kulula are two budget 
domestic carriers to consider. 

Where to stay in Durban: 

It’s a big city and some parts are nicer 
than others. There are many hotels and 
B&Bs to choose from, as well as private 
individuals who rent granny flats, entire 
homes, or spare bedrooms through the 
website AirBnB. 

Driving in South Africa: 

Roads outside of cities present many 
hazards not present in the UK or Europe. 
Livestock, pedestrians, cyclists and 
vendors may share major motorways with 
motorised traffic. Smooth stretches of 
road may have unexpected potholes. 
Motorised traffic often travels at a wide 
range of speeds, from minibus taxis 
stopped on the side of the road to slow 
heavy goods lorries and impatient drivers 
in fast German cars. Be constantly alert 
and try to avoid driving after dark. 

Other places to see: 

KwaZulu Natal offers a plethora of 
amazing destinations. Worthwhile areas 
to explore include St. Lucia coastal 
wildlife preserve, Hluhluwe-Mfolozi game 
reserve (only three hours from Durban), 
the Midlands, the Drakensberg mountains 
and Sani Pass - the eastern gateway 
to Lesotho. 

Food: 

The variety of food in KwaZulu Natal is 
superb. Local specialties to try include 
bunny chow (a hollowed-out half loaf of 
bread filled with curry), potjie stew, 
mealie pap (porridge), biltong (dried 
strips of beef or game) and boerewors 
(seasoned sausage, best cooked over the 
coals of a braai). 

Where to hire a Land Rover: 

Some specialist services offer fully kitted 
overland Defenders, along with suggested 
itineraries and pre-loaded GPS waypoints. 
These tend to be expensive and are best 
suited for longer journeys into remote 
areas like Botswana or Namibia. An 
overlander is not necessary for travel in 
Kwazulu Natal, as excellent and 
inexpensive accommodation is prevalent 
in most areas. Sites like drivesouthafrica. 
co.za and experiencecarhire.co.za also 
offer newer models such as Discovery 4. 


is filled with layers of meat and vegetables to 
cook for hours over open coals. This delicious 
version featured nyala, a type of antelope 
common in Tembe. Club members rekindled 
old friendships, forged new ones, and fell asleep 
as lions roared in the inky night. 

The days started early, with some departing 
before dawn for game viewing while others 
enjoyed cups of tea with rusks. We had the 
privilege of driving our own vehicle across the 
entire park; other visitors could only travel to 
designated areas as passengers in game- 
viewing 4x4s. Having the freedom to explore 
independently afforded wildlife encounters 
that might not otherwise have been possible. 
On one foray into the northern reaches of 
Tembe my wife and I watched in excitement as 
a lone bull elephant glided past within ten 
meters of our Defender. 

The most consistent wildlife traffic was at 
the Mahlasela hide. A pump refilled a watering 
hole where animals congregated. From the 
elevated and concealed viewing platform we 
could watch as elephant, nyala, impala, 
warthog, monkeys and birds gathered to drink 
and socialize. At one point we counted 30 
elephant around the water, trumpeting, 
splashing and relaxing. The tranquility of the 
game hide was entrancing; one could easily 
have spent the entire day in rapt observation.

For much of the visit it 
seemed the lions were 
evading us - other club 
members reported 

sightings while we were 
elsewhere. One evening 
my wife and I joined 
Kenneth and his daughter 
in his Series One to stake out the marshy plain 
through which the lions often passed at dusk. 
Over gin and tonics we finally saw a lion as the 
sun was setting. 

Once darkness closed in the evening 
festivities commenced at camp. The highlight 
of the merriment was the braaivleis, the 
traditional South African barbecue. Over 
hardwood coals hungry club members grilled 
generous heapings of meat: steaks, chops, ribs, 
bacon, chicken and the ubiquitous boerewors, 
or farmers’ sausage. In typical South African 
fashion families shared food with one another 
and laughter floated up into the night with 
rising sparks from the fires. 

From walking around camp it was clear the 
Land Rover of choice was the Defender, joined 
by a couple of Discoveries and Kenneth’s 
charismatic Series One. Each had extensive 
customisations, ranging from drawer systems 
to sleeping arrangements, bespoke roll bars to 
concealed storage spaces. The comparisons in 
camp were all well and good, but the main 
purpose for our Land Rovers was to drive. The 
soft, sandy tracks snaking through the park 
were easily negotiated in high range with 


centre diff locked, burbling along at a sedate 12 
mph. Even with 15 Landies roaming the park 
we rarely encountered other vehicles in the 
300 sq km expanse. 

It was with sadness that the end of the visit 
drew near. Club members reluctantly bade 
farewells and ventured out along the tracks for 
one last drive en route to the gate. This had 
been, in many ways, the quintessential Land 
Rover experience: exploring open country in 
the southern African wilderness with windows 
down, warm breeze blowing, while watching 
majestic animals at ease in their natural 
environment and sharing the friendship of 
fellow enthusiasts. We departed, grateful for 
the chance to see the hidden corners of a lesser- 
known park and keeping a watchful eye on the 
tracks, ready to yield to dung beetles.

Dave returns to his 


father’s wartime 


stomping grounds 
for a very poignant 
cheque presentation 


n September 13, 1931, 
half a million spectators 
lined the shores of the 
Solent in Hampshire to 
witness a British 
seaplane win the coveted 
Schneider Trophy. It was a Supermarine 
S6.B piloted by John Boothman from 
nearby RAF Calshot and it achieved a 
world record speed of 380 mph over the 
triangular course. 

Among the crowd that day was a local 
lad who had celebrated his 14th birthday 
a month earlier. In those days, even motor 
cars were a rarity around his home in the 
New Forest, so you can imagine the thrill 
of witnessing great seaplanes roaring past 
at almost 400 mph. There and then he 
decided he would one day join the RAF 
- an ambition he achieved in 1935, at the 
age of 18. 

That lad was my dad. 

Four years later, in September 1939, 

Dad - by then a tail gunner in Bomber 
Command - was on leave at his parents’ 
cottage in the forest when war was 
declared. Later that day, a telegram 
arrived, summoning him back to RAF 
Marham, Norfolk. 

For the next few years, my father was 



employed in the most dangerous job 
imaginable. He worked night shifts, with a 
commuter trip that involved flying over 
occupied Europe. But he obviously did his 
job well: he was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Medal (DFM) and 
went to Buckingham Palace to collect it 
from the King. 

Of the 125,000 Bomber Command air 
crew that served in World War 2, 55,573 
(44 per cent) were killed in action. 

Happily, Dad was one of the lucky ones. 
He survived. 

One night when he didn’t have a 
mission he went on a pub crawl with his

mates in nearby King’s Lynn, where he 
met a local lass who he would eventually 
marry. I’m glad they did, because she was 
the woman I’d call Mum after I arrived, 
some 14 years later. 

You could say that I owe RAF Marham a 
great debt of gratitude - after all, I 
wouldn’t be around without it - so I was 
dead chuffed this year when it was 
announced that the East Anglian Off-Road 
Show, with which LRM has been involved 
for the last three years, would be raising 
money for SSAFA - the charity that 
supports RAF Marham’s families. 

The show’s organisers, Breckland Land 
Rover Club, invited me to the cheque 
presentation at RAF Marham. It was a 
huge privilege as well as a poignant 
moment for me. Dad passed away in 
January 2012, in his 95th year, and this 
was my first chance to walk on the same 
ground he’d strode across in the dark 
days of the war. 

These days. Tornado jets have replaced 
the Wellington bombers, and there were 
big smiles all round as Breckland handed 
over £5,000 to the SSAFA, as well as the 
same amount to Nelson’s Journey, a local 
charity that supports bereaved children. 
Dad would have been proud.

In Suspense 

My mate Nigel Hammond is a member of 
Breckland LRC as well as a huge fan of 
military aircraft, so he jumped at the 
chance of going to RAF Marham, too. 

Later, back at his place, he did a full 
service on my SOOTdi Discovery. 

All went well until he came to checking 
the diff and gearbox levels and there was 
a muttered curse from below as Nigel 
came to the front diff.

grinder and cutting disc. It took him all of 
two minutes to remove enough metal from 
the diff guard to allow access for a socket. 

I was mightily impressed and took a 
quick snap of his handiwork. Later I 
checked out the image on my camera and 
noticed that the ratchet appeared to be 
suspended on its own, in midair. No, I 
can’t explain it, either. 

Instant Demister 

If, like me, you park your ageing Land 
Rovers outdoors, you no doubt suffer 
condensation on the inside of your vehicle 
now that the colder months have arrived. 
But you don’t have to. 

There is a very cheap and effective 
remedy that will keep your Land Rover 
interior dry and condensation-free - 
simply place a couple of big silica gel 
sachets on your dashboard. They’re big 
versions of the little sachets that 
manufacturers put in packages containing 
camera and electronic gear. They really do 
suck the moisture out of the air. Every 
fortnight or so, I bring them indoors and 
place them on top of a warm radiator for a 
couple of hours, to dry out again before I 
re-use them. I use 50 g sachets from 7 
Day Shop (www.7dayshop.com).

Have you heard the one 
about the invisible trailer... 


D ust when you thought 

Land Rover could not get 
any more technologically 
advanced, they invite 
you to the Burgh ley 
Horse Trials to show you 
an invisible trailer. 

If somebody told you 20 years ago we 
would be towing invisible trailers you 
probably would have had them admitted 
to the loony bin. Fast forward to 2015 
and this was just one of the two 
technologies we got to see in action and 
try out for ourselves. 

The second was something they call the 
Cargo Sense App, this allows the driver 
to remotely monitor what is going on 
in their trailer via a smartphone app. In 
other words it can tell you if your cargo is 
moving about or has been stolen 
Let’s start with what Land Rover call 
the Transparent Trailer, obviously it’s not 
really invisible, but allow me to explain 
how they appear to make it invisible. 

These days modern Land Rovers seem to 
have a camera just about everywhere. So 
now what the smart people at Land Rover 
have done is put an additional digital 
wireless camera on the back of the trailer 
that the Land Rover is towing. 

Nothing new some might argue, but 
they have then stitched together the 
footage from the trailer cam, reverse cam

and the two wing mirror cameras. Now 
here is the bit I just love. By stitching 
these four live camera feeds together 
the trailer becomes invisible when you 
look at the live feed picture in your rear 
view mirror. Don’t worry it has not been 
nicked, you only need to monitor the fuel 
consumption figures to confirm this. 

The best part of all is that your blind 
spot is now gone, thereby making driving 
and towing a whole lot safer. We got to 
test the system and I have to admit that 
it is rather impressive. When reversing 
you can actually see anything behind the 
trailer as it’s invisible. 

They placed a camping chair in what 
would normally be the blind spot behind 
the trailer to prove the point, and now 
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thanks to this clever technology there 
are no excuses for driving into or over 
something with the trailer. “I didn’t see 
that” is no longer an accepted excuse 

One of the journalists did almost 
reverse into the chair, because she is so 
used to waiting for the parking sensors to 
warn her that she is about to drive into 
something. She was trusting her ears and 
not her eyes. 

This technology is still in its infancy 
and I’m sure that once they are ready 
to roll it out the trailer will have parking 
sensors, too. Anything that makes our 
roads safer is a good thing, so hats off 
to the engineers who came up with this 
simple, yet highly effective system 

Next up was the Cargo Sense App. As 
previously mentioned this helps the driver 
to remotely monitor what is going in the 
trailer via a smartphone. How does it do 
this? They lifted the mat in the trailer to 
show us, there were hundreds of pressure 
sensors underneath it. There was also 
a camera mounted inside the trailer so 
you can see live footage of your horse 
or cargo. The camera and sensors are 
wirelessly linked to the tow vehicle. So, if 
the cargo you are carrying shifts from one 
side of the trailer to the other or if your 
horse suddenly starts tap dancing then 
the Check Cargo alarm will go off. 

A passenger could then use the

infotainment system to watch live 
footage of what is going on in the trailer. If 
the vehicle is moving, the driver will have 
to stop to watch the live feed on 
the infotainment system. The part that 
I like the best is that if the temperature 
drops in the trailer or someone is 
tampering with it then you will be alerted 
via SMS of the situation, thanks to the 
pressure sensors. 

Hopefully this is in good time so that 
you can do something about it. With this 
system you will know what is happening 
in your trailer whether you’re driving or 
parked up. These two new systems, using 
a camera and some pressure sensors, will 
make towing a more pleasurable affair. I 
bet the horsey folk and their horses at the 
Burghley horse trials cannot wait for the 
official launch of these systems.

Thom’s brother discovers that dials in a 38-year-old car aren’t all that reliable 


ince being left in charge 
of the Lightweight, my 
brother Nick has been 
taking his job as active 
guardian very seriously 
as he sends updates 
about getting to grips with the 
idiosyncrasies of my lovely Land Rover. 

The good news, he tells me in early 
emails, is that the Lightweight (which he 
refers to as she) has been running well 
since he picked it up from Rickmansworth 
Sports Cars which, despite the rather 
unlikely name, did sterling work for the 
MoT The only problem has been a stall 
on a busy roundabout, which provoked an 
embarrassing amount of horn-blowing 
from other motorists. 

But Nick’s enthusiasm starts to ebb 
when, within a week, it has broken down 

- the sorry account of which bounces into 
my inbox on Sunday night. “I was out with 
my mate Anson and we noticed she was 
overheating, so headed for home but then 
she started kangarooing violently before 
cutting out completely, right outside the 
entrance to North Wood Headquarters 

- HMS Warrior. Coops! Managed to start 
her up to just get us round the corner, 
right in front of a massive house, and the 
owner came back in his Mercedes just at 
that point. If looks could kill! But they 
can’t, and he had to wait for Anson and I 
to push it up the hill. When we reached 
the brow, we drifted her back down the 
other side, so she’s close to home. What 
do you want me to do?” 

I reply with a few troubleshooting ideas

I type back that 
no dials are reliable and the only way to 
be sure is to look inside the tank.

investigate the fuel tank. 

“What can I say? Just been up to have a 
look, couldn’t see properly in there so 
made a dipstick out of a third of a page of 
a back issue of Land Rover Monthly. It 
seemed to be the cleanest thing in there. 
And erm, well, it was extremely low, less 
than an inch registering. Sorry, will get a 
jerry can up to her tomorrow. 

Unbelievable, I’ve driven so many things 
and if a fuel gauge registers half a tank, 
you’re generally okay!” 

The next day there’s good news and 
bad, Nick says. A full tank of petrol did the 
trick and got the Lightweight home with 
no kangarooing but, he adds: “I decided 
to take her for a spin to show there were 
no hard feelings. But there were! She 
started overheating (on the water 
temperature gauge) so I just bought her 
back and parked up.” 

I send a comforting note saying that, 
since the dials are so unreliable, I don’t 
class it as overheating until the needle is 
nearing the top of the red. I offer the 
reassurance that these teething problems 
are nothing personal. The Lightweight has 
always played up with other people left in 
charge. I cite how, when I loaned it to my 
friend Ron one Christmas, fireballs shot 
out from the underside when he was 
transporting an elderly relative home 
through the snow. 

“Sorry, the Land Rover is so 
temperamental, no wonder the two of you 
get on,” Nick writes, full of brotherly 
affection.

An engineless Discovery 2 you say? Yes please! 


ny interest in a D2 with no 
engine, Trevor?” This was 
^ the call frorni nny friend Frank 

at Jannison Land Rover 
Specialists (JLS). Frank 
phones me from time to 
time, if he has a trade car in that he thinks I 
might be interested in. Just like the cracking 
wee Defender 90 SOOTdi that I had from him 
recently, which actually turned out to be too 
good to be a donor for a project that I have in 
mind. Now, what would I want with an engine- 
less Discovery 2, you might ask, when I already 
have a perfectly good one? 

The key thing for me was that the vehicle 
had recently been fitted with an Ashcroft 
Transmissions R380 gearbox - something that 
my own Discovery is going to need before too 
long. This was worth my offered price alone. As 
a 2004 XS model, the metallic red D2 also has 
the facelift headlights, grille and bumper and 
rather fetching half-leather half-suede seats, 
as well as numerous other parts that are worth 
good money. 

I duly arrived at Jamison’s with an empty 
trailer and a cheque to collect the new 
acquisition. The poor thing was sitting down 
on its bump stops at the back - collapsed air 
suspension as result of being decommissioned 
and a Td5 engine in the back. Why was it 
engineless, with a dead engine in the boot? 
Well, the D2 failed the MoT test for the reason 
that most are failing now - a chassis that 
was completely rotten at the back. The owner 
parked it in disgust, up until the engine blew in 
his Defender 90. At this point JLS were asked 
to carry out an engine transplant to save the 
Defender. The remains were for sale in order to 
reduce the JLS bill and free up the yard. 

The journey home commenced in a rather 
alarming manner, because at 32 mph the 
trailer began to fishtail. The red D2 was loaded 
correctly, I thought - pulled onto the trailer 


until the tow car began to sink a little at the 
rear, indicating a reasonable nose weight. But 
of course, this was my rear air springs settling: 
these would pressurise on the road to correct 
the ride height. Uh oh, the load was badly out 
of balance, due to having an engine in the 
back, not the front. I pulled over and moved 
the Discovery as far forward as possible on the 
trailer, which made a remarkable difference - I 
was now able to travel at the legal speed limit 
for towing a trailer (50 mph on A roads). 

So, why am I writing about what is essentially 
a donor car in Writer’s Rovers? Well, I am now 
considering whether to rebuild the Discovery on 
a new chassis and find a good Td5 engine for it, 
for myself. I really like the XS specification and 
being part of the last production of Discovery 
2, it is more than two years younger than my 
own car. And I do hate to see good vehicles 
dismantled and scrapped, when it is within 
my capability to save them. Perhaps I will 
build it and then decide which one to sell. This 
enterprise would have to be funded by the black 
one that I have up for sale - a 2001 GS on a 
very shiny new chassis. I seem to be a glutton 
for punishment!

e can look forward to tougher MoT 
emissions testing after authorities 
complete their inquiries into the VW 
emissions scandal. It’s likely to lead 
to more rigorous independent testing 
of new cars in Europe, backed up by 
further testing down the line to ensure emissions stay 
at an appropriate level throughout the car’s life. That’s 
already a function of the MoT test, but the test criteria will 
inevitably become more complex and stringent. 

But is Volkswagen such a demon for installing software 
that detects an emissions test and alters engine parameters 
to suit? When so many motorists complain about the costs, 
performance restrictions and attendant bureaucracy that 
come hand in hand with emissions regulations, perhaps 
we should applaud VW’s contempt of the system. 

They’re not the only ones cheating on emissions. There 
are also all the car owners who have had diesel particulate 
filters, EGR systems and catalytic convertors removed to 
avoid paying for proper repairs and replacements - to the 
detriment of the air we breathe. 

A shadow was cast over emissions 
figures not long ago when a survey 
suggested some manufacturers’ fuel 
consumption figures were over-optimistic 
compared with owners’ experiences 
on the road. As we know, basically the 
higher the fuel consumption, the higher 
the emissions output, so we can assume 
the cars that underperformed on fuel 
consumption were also kicking out higher 
emissions than was claimed. 

I’m relieved to say the opposite story applied to Land 
Rover vehicles. In the same survey, owners reported even 
better fuel consumption than was being claimed by the 
manufacturer, which suggests emissions would be lower, 
too. I’ve just spent a week with a 4.4-litre V8 diesel Range 
Rover Sport 2, which clocked a real 38 mpg, and I wasn’t 
hanging about. That’s seriously good for the size of the car 
and engine, and better than Land Rover’s claim. 

As I write this, other European vehicle brands are being 
lined up for scrutiny alongside VW - and all are at the 
mercy of lawyers devoid of philosophy and emotion. 

Whatever our various views on emissions and regulations 
may be, it’s pleasing that past evidence and track record 
suggests Land Rover is a reputable and honest operator.

SUNROOF REBUILD 

We don’t need sunroofs in winter, but they’ll still leak, even 
when kept closed. Ed Evans seeks a watertight solution. 


he sunroof on this 
Freelander has let a lot 
of water in over the 
years, even though it 
was just an occasional 
drip. Despite checking 
the sunroofs drain lines, fitting a new seal 
to the glass and re-aligning the roof, the 
steady drip continued when the rain and 
wind suited. The result was a heavily 
corroded internal frame on the underside 
of the glass, and it led to the replacement 
of the lift mechanisms on both sides 
purely because the screws were too 
rusted to be removed. Ifs another 
example of how prompt and more 
complete maintenance can save much 
time and money later. 

This extra work caused by the corrosion 
problems means that this feature now 
includes how to change the glass and its 
steel frame, replacing the glass’ sealing 
strip, motor removal and replacement of 
the lift mechanisms - which just about 
covers everything. We’re in the Britpart 
development workshop with Steve Grant, 
finding more than we bargained for. 





D The black plastic trims are prised 
off at each side to expose the 
screws holding the glass panel. The glass 
frame is seriously rusted. 



B The three Torx screws holding 
the glass roof’s metal frame to 
each side are badly rusted and cannot 
be removed.

D The roof panel will have to come off 
using unconventional means. We 
start by tilting the roof and pulling the 
seal off from the rear. 



D The rusted frame under the glass 
roof has lost its bond with the glass, 
as such we can easily separate the two at 
the rear. 



B The right side and front of the glass 
is also carefully prised from its 
rusted frame - the glass is bonded only to 
the rust. 



D The left side bonding was intact. 

Steve sliced through it using cheese 
wire - sawing from inside to outside of 
the frame.

• When working at the top of the 
roof, ensure you have a stable 
raised platform to work from. 

• Adjust the front seats for a 
comfortable position when working 
overhead inside the vehicle. 

• Wear eye protection when working 
overhead, when clearing rust 
debris and when using compressed 
air to clear drain tubes. 



D With the glass removed, the rusted 
frame was still attached to the lifting 
mechanisms on each side, and would 
have to come off somehow. 





D one screw did release after soaking 
in easing fluid and carefully working 
it back and forth to avoid dislodging the 
threaded insert behind. 


B The other five screws were rusted 
solid, so Steve used the angle 
grinder with cutting disc to cut the roof 
frame from the lift mechanisms. 


The remains of the steel backing 
frame for the sunroof glass could 
now be lifted off, and discarded with the 
old glass. 






D That still left a strip of metal around 
each screw, which we used to lever 
the screw round. Now the screws turned, 
but they weren’t undoing... 


B ... because the screws are threaded 
into these brass inserts set into the 
plastic lift mechanisms - they’d loosened 
and started spinning. 


B The only answer is to fit new lift 
mechanisms before installing the 
new roof frame - if only it was that 
simple, but here goes. 
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= [LRM TECHNICAL] 


> REMOVING THE LIFT MECHANISMS 



THE LIFT mechanisms on each side of 
the sunroof aperture are operated by two 
spiral (or worm drive) cables. These, in 
turn, are driven by the sunroof motor 
which is above the headlining, behind the 
front interior light bezel. Each cable is an 
integral part of the lift mechanism 
assembly, so the cable comes out with 
the mechanism. So, the first job in 
removing the lift mechanisms is to gain 
access to the motor, and then detach it 
from the cable gearbox in the roof so that 
the cables are free to be pulled through. 
The lift mechanisms are simply secured 
to the side of the roof aperture tray by 
four Torx screws on each side. 



B The centre lens is sprung out of the 
lamp housing, and two 8 mm AF 
bolts removed. Wiring is unplugged as the 
lamp is released. 



B Now we see the sunroof motor. The 
assembly is held by three Torx25 
screws. This one is accessible through the 
lamp aperture. 



D To fully remove all three screws, we 
gently pull the headlining down and 
work through the gap using this cranked 
Torx key. 



B The motor is now lowered away 
from the cables’ gearbox, in which 
we see one of the two cables. The motor 
rests on the headlining.

I Before removing the 
I lift mechs, rust 
debris is picked out with a 
screwdriver and mopped 
up using a magnet and 
vacuum cleaner. 



D With the lift mechs pushed to open 
position, the wind deflector front 
corners are pulled back, then lifted to 
unhook the wire stays. 



B With the lift mechanisms pushed to 
tilt position, these two Torx20 
screws are removed from the rear corner 
of each lift mech. 



D When removing the outer screws, 
there is a cam located under the 
head, which needs to be prised outward 
and saved for reuse.

At each front corner, two screws are 
removed from the cable guide plate 
before prising the plate loose and storing 
for later. 



D The frame is now prised away 

slightly to release the tab (arrowed) 
on the inner side of each mechanism, 
freeing the mech. 



> FITTING THE NEW LIFT MECHANISMS 




B The mechs, with attached drive 
cable, are removed while firmly 
holding the cable tube (bottom left) to 
prevent it pulling out. 



D Britpart supplies Genuine Land 
Rover lift mechs (part number 
EFI100021 (RHS), EFI100031 (LHS), 
costing £130 each including VAT. 


B When fitting the new lift 

mechanisms, it’s important to 
ensure the cable tube is not pushed into 
the body, or its grommet dislodged. 


B The cable is fed down the tube 
towards the sunroof motor, as the 
lift mechanism is lowered into its position 
on the roof tray. 



D When seating the lift mechanisms, 
the tabs need to be engaged 
under the edge of the sunroof frame at 
each side. 


B With the lift mechanism in position, 
the raised collar on the cable tube 
should locate in this groove in the lift 
mech base. 


B The guide plate is refitted, ensuring 
the groove in the underside of the 
guide (inverted here) locates over the 
raised collar on the tube. 



D The screws are now refitted, with 
these cams under the rear outers. 
Then the motor, interior light and 
headlining are refitted.

> FITTING THE NEW GLASS ROOF PANEL 


DESPITE RENEWING the two lift 
mechanisms because of the seized screws 
still holding the remnants of the glass 
roof’s metal frame to them, we still had a 
problem. The new mechanisms came with 
the threaded brass inserts fitted to accept 
the screws which hold the glass panel’s 
frame to the mechs, but they didn’t come 
with new screws. 

Normally, you would reuse the screws 
that came out of the old mechs, but ours 
were rusted in. So that meant a trip to the 
local hardware supplier where Steve 
sourced six socket head screws of the 
correct 4BA thread. The heads were larger 



D The new steel underframe 

(replacing our rusted item) and 
glass are supplied as a Genuine part 
one-piece bonded assembly. 



D With the panel seated, the six 
screws are entered through the 
steel frame and lightly screwed into 
the lift mechs. 



B Finally, the finishing strips were 
refitted over the screws on the roof 
frame. Luckily, they clipped on, despite 
the larger screw heads. 


than those of the original Torx screws, but 
they would have to do. And the screws 
were too long for the blind holes they 
would be screwing into, so Steve 
shortened them and filed up the ends of 
the thread to ensure a good entry. We 
would also need washers under the 
heads, which were smaller in diameter 
than the original Torx heads. 

For this particular model, the 
replacement steel underframe with a new 
glass bonded to it is supplied by Britpart 
and is a Genuine Land Rover part, 
number EFT500070. Expect to pay 
around £128. 



B The glass and bonded frame are 
fitted from the top, tipping up at the 
rear to position the front edge first, then 
gently lowering.

D After checking and adjusting on 
top to confirm the glass panel was 
level at the corners, the six screws were 
fully tightened. 

> A RESULT 

WHEN REASSEMBLED, the sunroof 
worked perfectly - open, close, tilt - and, 
in the two months since doing the job, not 
a drop of water has come through, despite 
standing out in the weather and driving in 
heavy rain. If yours is leaking, then before 
fitting a new seal around the glass, check 
the bonding of the steel frame to the 
glass, and check whether it is seriously 
corroded. If it is, it will allow the glass 
panel to move in the aperture, so that 
even a brand new seal cannot do its job. 
The answer in such cases, is a new glass 
and bonded frame assembly. 


TIPS & TRICKS 



If the motor needs changing, it will 
lift out through the headlining after 
unplugging the cable connectors. 



The gearwheel on the top of the 
motor engages in the circular hole in 
the gearbox here, between the two 
drive cables. 



The screwdriver slot on the motor 
can be used to turn the motor gear, 
to align the teeth with the cables 
when refitting it. 



New glass seal may cure leaks if 
glass/frame bond is sound - fit from 
centre rear. Part EEQ100340, costs 
around £47. Also fits Discovery 1. 



Gently pour water into the roof near 
the drain tube. It will exit under the 
car, unless tube is blocked (use air 
line) or disconnected inside.

D he Range Rover project 
is going very much to 
plan, with no unforeseen 
problems. But an 
undertaking of this 
magnitude is always 

going to throw up something unexpected, 
at some stage. And now we were faced 
with it. The body shell had been shot 
blasted ready for us to begin cutting out 
the bad metal and replacing it by welding 
in new material. 

Due to unexpected circumstances, the 
engineering works that was to refurbish 
the body shell was unable to go ahead 
with the project. 

Andy Webb (the owner of the Range 
Rover) and I discussed ways to get the 
project back on track. I then suggested 
that we talked to a young man who had 
been helping me occasionally in my 
workshop on Saturday afternoons. Robert 
Kiss, who moved with his family to 
Northern Ireland from Slovakia, is a 
hard-working Land Rover nut who comes 


to me to gain experience on Land Rovers. 
His day job is welder-fabricator on 
constructional steelwork. Would lighter 
car body work be within his skill set? He 
was more than happy to give it a go, so 
we got it set up. As my own workshop was 
tied up with a couple of other Land 
Rovers in progress, we decided to carry 
out the work in a shed at Andy’s business 
premises, and brought our own tools and 
equipment and a hired MIG welder. 

The areas needing major repairs are 
almost identical on both sides of the 
Range Rover. These are: rear body 
mounts, rear wheel arches, rear section of 
the sills with body mounts, rear passenger 
footwells and the front inner wings. 

As the repair methods will be similar 
for both sides, we will show all of the work 
carried out on what will be the driver’s 
side of the Range Rover - the right side 
(formerly left-hand drive). 

Other minor areas only need little 
patches or fills with weld. Our task was 
made easier by the range of repair and 
replacement parts and panels supplied by 
YRM Metal Solutions. Making these parts 
from scratch would have probably taken 
three times as long. 

Costs for parts, materials and 
consumables are £808, and £720 for the 
welding part of it.

> REPLACING THE REAR BODY MOUNTS 


WE STARTED with the rear body mounts, 
as they were going to be the easiest of all 
of the work we had ahead of us and would 
give us a good feel for the hired MIG 
welder. However, we had a false start as 
the welding set that arrived had an empty 
gas cylinder. 

Consequently we lost all of that 
Saturday, as the hire shop was closed by 
the time we realised. This is the downside 
of hiring equipment. The following week 
we were able to get to work properly.

• Always wear the correct and 
appropriate personal protection 
equipment for the job in hand. 

• When welding use lined welding 
gauntlets and the correct welding 
mask. We use auto-darkening 
welding helmets, which have 
become very affordable in 
recent years. 

• When using the angle grinder, 
ensure you wear strong thick 
gloves and eye protection, ideally 
a full-face visor. 



D Rear body mount is 
corroded under the 
mounting rubber. It’s sliced 
off using a cutting disc. 
LRM advises wearing a full 
face visor for this work. 



A grinding disc removes the 
remaining metal from the cross 
member (mainly weld remnants) leaving 
the surface ready for the new mount. 


D The new body mount from YRM is 
clamped into position, aligned with 
the marks made on the cross member 
from the previous measurements. 


D a few tack welds are made to hold 
the new mount in place. Note the 
holes we have drilled in the mount to 
make our own spot welds. 



B Our spot welds are effected by 
welding in the drilled hole to the 
metal below it and filling the hole level 
with new steel. 



O The seam welds are easy to achieve, 
but care is taken not to blow 
holes in the shell (the new mounts are 
of thicker steel). 



D As with everything involved in the 
removal of old metal and 
replacement with new, careful 
measurement must be recorded. 
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> SILL AND REAR FLOOR 

THIS AREA seemed the most daunting of 
all of the work needed on the Range 
Rover, due to the layers and interlinked 
construction of the sill, the floor, the 
bottom of the rear wheel arch and the 
body mount underneath the sill section. 
Robert adopted a very methodical 
approach to deconstructing the area, 
using mainly the small angle grinder 
- taking photographs and measurements 
at every step, so that we could put it 
together again in the correct manner. 
Nonetheless, when the whole area was 
cut apart it was a little scary - could we 
rebuild it? 


D The rotten section of sill, a holed 
section of rear floor, and a poorly 
repaired section of wheel arch has been 
cut back to clean metal. 


WM A length of sill repair section was 
liV marked and cut a few mil oversize 
for the hole. It includes material for the 
floor, cut to suit. 



D The oversize repair section is 

offered up to the gap and marked 
where it needs to be trimmed and shaped 
down to the exact size required. 


D The repair section is tack-welded in 
place, alignment checked, then 
seam welded by a series of connected 
short welds to avoid heat distortion. 


B The floor section is welded from the 
other side, in a similar manner to 
avoid blowing holes in the thinner old 
metal of the body shell. 



D The poorly repaired lower section of 
the wheel arch at the sill had been 
cut away. A new section of steel is being 
marked to fit in its place. 


D The sill section now needs to be 
boxed off with another rectangle of 
new steel (left) to complete the repair 
before completing the seam welding. 


D Looking down at the rear floor, the 
welds through from the other side 
can be seen. These will be welded from 
this side now and buffed down. 



D The new body mount for the sill 
section has been drilled in order to 
carry out more of our spot welds. One will 
be required for each sill at the rear. 


The new body mount is tacked in 
place, then seam welded and spot 
welded to ensure a good strong 
attachment to the body shell. 


D The floor repair welding is now 
complete on the driver’s side and 
ready to be sanded down using a 40 grit 
flap disc on the angle grinder. 
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> REAR WHEEL ARCH 

INITIALLY, THIS area was not as 
complicated in appearance as the sill 
section had been - and the construction 
is much simpler. However, the rear wheel 
arch is curved in both planes, almost 
becoming spherical in places, and we 
were working with flat steel plate, though 
the outer wheel arch section that we were 
able to buy from YRM would give us a 
guide to forming the correct curvature. We 
still had to strive to replicate the curved 
nature of the wheel arch, as Andy wanted 
the Range Rover to look as original as 
possible - including, if anyone inspected 
it from underneath. 


D The curved section is cut slightly 
shorter than the replacement panel, 
to avoid unnecessary structural repair 
work to the body above it. 


B Much of the arch has now been cut 
away, along with the damaged sill 
section. The irregular holed area will be 
cut square to make repair easier. 



D This double skinned area had rusted 
badly between the two layers. The 
solution is to grind off the top layer, and 
replace with new metal. 





B The excess is cut off the wheel arch, 
saving time and work because the 
corresponding piece in the body shell 
would have been difficult to remove. 


D The new wheel arch is now a perfect 
fit and is clamped in place to be 
tack welded (where possible at this stage) 
to the body. 


D The new wheel arch section is 

tack-welded to hold it in place. Then 
some seam welds are done, as it needs to 
be firm for the next job. 



B A series of 40 mm wide 
repair sections are 
needed to achieve the double 
curvature to match the arch. 
Smaller sections would make 
an even better curve. 



B The resulting curve is pretty 

acceptable, especially after sanding 
and painting - and covering with 
carpeting.

To fill the largest of the remaining 
p holes, a piece of steel has been 
marked and is being cut to size. This will 
be shaped on the bench to effect a curve. 


D The wheel arch is now looking a lot 
better with almost all of the repair 
sections tack welded in place, which 
comes as a relief to us. 


B The final two holes are being 

repaired. Here a red magnet holds a 
piece of material in the double skinned 
section prior to tack welding. 



B This shows the effect of lots of tack 
welds to create a seam weld on thin 
material. After dressing, the repair will 
look fine. 


From inside the body, the wheel 
arch and its curvature looks good. 
Each repair segment is flanged to meet 
the arch flange for the door seal. 





After completing the welds, and 
levelling with a 40 grit flap disc on 
the angle grinder, we have a nicely curved 
and strong rear inner wheel arch. 



> FRONT INNER WING 

THIS AREA of the Range Rover body shell 
that separates the engine bay from the 
front wheel looked quite difficult enough 
to deal with. However, the YRM product 
range includes a complete kit of parts to 
rebuild the inner wheel arches on both 
sides of the vehicle. With all of these 
parts to hand, the job became a big 
welding jigsaw puzzle. Not only did 
welder Robert adopt his very methodical 
approach, as with the sill repairs, but we 
also had the other wheel arch as a 
reference, to examine and measure if the 
need arose. 



D Before cutting out old material from 
the arch assembly, measurements 
and photos are taken, so that we can put 
the jigsaw back together again properly. 


B The thin 1 mm cutting disc on the 
angle grinder is called into action to 
cut out all of the bad sections from the 
front inner wheel arch. 



This enclosed space below the 
battery tray was revealed on 
removal of inner wing sections and has 
been missed by the shot blaster. 


D The shot blast had removed a layer 
of rusted metal from this double 
skinned area. A repair section has been 
tack welded behind. 


B The flexing of the now disconnected 
front side was damaging the 
opposite side, so we had to strengthen it 
with a temporary box section. 
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The first section of the inner wing 
structure is welded in place after 
careful measurement and positioning, as 
this determines the final geometry. 


D a new section of rail is cut to size 
and held in position with our 
magnets, prior to tack welding it at both 
ends to the body shell. 


B Looking from below the body shell, 
the new wheel arch section has 
been clamped in position, after trimming 
and filing to the correct size. 



B One of the inner guards is clamped 
in place, as the other one is offered 
up in position, then it too is clamped in 
place. 



The front wheel arch with all repair 
sections tack welded in place. The 
YRM repair sections are an excellent 
solution to an otherwise difficult fix. 


> NEXT MONTH 

THE RANGE Rover body shell is now fully 
repaired and firmly braced on its custom 
made jig. The next step for the body is to 
take it to the galvanising plant and have it 
hot-dip zinc coated to protect it from rust. 
Meanwhile, the rolling chassis needs to be 
made ready for the return of the body 
shell. So we will start with fitting the 
steering system. Then the engine and 
gearbox will be mated together and 
lowered onto the chassis. Before this can 
be done, the back of the engine will need 
to be converted to suit the ZF automatic 
gearbox which will replace the original 
manual transmission. 




D The front inner wing is 
now seam welded to 
complete this area. With all of 
the welding completed, the 
finished body is now ready 
for galvanising.

D he fuel system! on the 
Td5 Defender and 
Discovery 2 is more 
complicated than the 
earlier diesel engine 
variations - the 200 Tdi 
and 300 Tdi. The system is under much 
higher pressure, and includes a fuel 
cooler to cool the unused fuel returning 
from the engine to the tank. 

This more complex, high pressure 
system has more chance of developing 
problems in older vehicles, and fuel can 
eventually leak from a number of areas. 
Thankfully, repair is uncomplicated, 
although replacing a fuel pressure 
regulator on the side of the cylinder 
head can be tricky, given the confined 
working space. 

Soon after buying my 2002 Discovery 2 
Adventurer, I noticed a few drips of diesel 
on my driveway, under the rear of the 
vehicle. The initial suspect was the green 
high pressure feed pipe from the fuel tank 
to the fuel filter housing. It’s actually 
black, but with a colour coding band for 
locating it correctly at the tank and the 
filter (the other three pipes being white, 
blue and black). The green pipe has a 
nasty habit of rubbing on the chassis - a 
common problem on the Discovery 2. Due 
to the high pressure in this pipe, a 
pin-hole worn through is enough to cause 
a serious fuel leak. But, on closer 


inspection, the green pipe was not the 
issue with my Discovery. In fact, the 
previous owner had reported that a fuel 
leak repair was made two years ago, 
which may have involved replacing the 
green pipe. 

I next checked the fuel filter (located in 
an exposed position behind the rear right 
wheel) for tightness, and also the water 
detector at the bottom of the filter. Both 
were tight and correct. The next suspect 
was the fuel filter housing itself and, sure 
enough, the top was found to be wet with 
diesel fuel. However, this was not fuel that 
had dripped or splashed onto the 
housing. The fuel was being squeezed out 
under high pressure, through metal that 
perhaps had become porous or finely 
cracked after 13 years of dealing with the 
pressure. This is another common fault on 
the Td5, but thankfully it’s an easy one 
(apart from the cost) to deal with. Simple 
workshop tools and a methodical working 
approach to ensure the four hoses are 
re-attached in the correct positions, will 
soon have the Discovery running leak free. 

A point to keep in mind for any fluid 
leak with your Land Rover is that, if there 
is a minor or gentle drip of oil, fuel, 
coolant or any other fluid leak showing on 
your driveway, it will be emitted at a much 
faster rate when the vehicle is on the road 
with all systems running at regular 
working pressures. 
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□ Safety first - disconnect the 

negative lead from the battery to 
power down the electrical systems before 
opening fuel lines. 


B Three wheels are chocked and the 
rear right corner is supported on an 
axle stand, after being raised with the 
trolley jack. Gear and handbrake engaged. 


B Often the green banded (top) HP 
fuel line from the tank to the fuel 
filter housing is the problem, but this had 
been replaced. 



D The next area to check was the fuel 
filter and its water drain, inside the 
right hand rear wheel arch, usually with a 
steel cover fitted.

• Wear gloves and eye protection 
when working with fuel, oils and 
old grime. 


B Stains, but no leaks at the filter to 
housing seal but, more significantly, 
from the top of the fuel housing through 
the metal casting. 




D The filter-to-housing joint, and this 
lower water trap, seemed to be leak 
free, though the grime suggested the filter 
was quite old. 



D After thorough 
cleaning, the four 
fuel line bayonet 
connectors were detached 
from the fuel filter housing 





O The new fuel filter housing is 

supplied with a fresh fuel filter and 
water trap. You will need your VIN when 
ordering, as there are two variants. 


B New stub pipes also come with the 
fuel housing kit, as well as new 
copper crush washers, so no need to 
salvage the old fittings. 


With the housing bolted to the 
chassis, and pipes and sensor leads 
reconnected, the Discovery fuel system is 
leak free once again - job done.

0 Land Rover’s electrical 
system performs an 
essential task - 
distributing power to all 
the necessary sub- 
systems required for 
safe operation of the vehicle. Without it, 
the vehicle won’t actually do anything 
much at all. However, from a repair point 
of view it is one of the areas that is most 
often avoided. Electrics are sometimes 
considered mystical and many owners 
avoid even attempting to tackle an 
electrical fault or upgrade. This need not 
be the case because electrical faults are 
often due to a simple root cause that can 
be easily identified with a logical 
diagnostic process. 

Modern vehicle systems can be 
complicated, especially when you start 
getting ECUs, electronic sensors, 
actuators and controllers in the equation. 
The complexity of more modern vehicles 
can be daunting, and electrical faults can 
produce the most obscure symptoms. 
This leads to a perception that fixing 
electrics needs some sort of black magic. 
This is not true, and there can be only 
three possible faults with an electrical 


circuit: an open circuit, a short circuit, or 
a short to ground. Nothing else is 
possible. So, fixing electrical faults is well 
within the scope of any competent person 
- it’s often just the confidence that is 
lacking. Simple as that. 

As with any task, an important 
consideration is having the correct tools 
and equipment, plus the knowledge to 
use them correctly. Some tools are more 
useful than others and we need only a few 
basic pieces of equipment for electrical 
fault tracing, the most important being 
our brain and eyes. 

This feature gives guidance to use when 
dealing with electrical gremlins in and 
around a Land Rover, whatever the model, 
age or generation. We’ll discuss some 
general approaches and tips, and 
consider tools and equipment that will 
make the job easier to handle.

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> KNOWING THE BASICS - VOLTS, AMPS AND OHMS 


FOR ELECTRICAL measurements there 
are a number of different aspects of a 
system that we need to understand. For 
example, measuring the voltage is often of 
interest as this effectively shows the 
electrical pressure that pushes the current 
around against the resistance in the 
system (to do the work, for example of 
creating the heat in a bulb filament for it 
to become white hot and emit light). For 
all the following measurements we use a 
Digital Multimeter (DMM). 

Volts (pressure) 

To measure the voltage, we need to 
connect the meter across the component 
or the section of circuit that’s of interest, 
effectively in parallel. The meter then 
experiences the same voltage as the 
component, and can measure and display 
the value. Note that the volt meter has a 
very high resistance. This ensures that a 
minimum of the circuit load passes 
through the meter. Hence the circuit itself 
is not disturbed by the meter whilst 
performing a reading. Take a look at the 
circuit diagram (right). 



Amps (system flow) 

To measure current, the meter has to be 
connected into the circuit - in series, so it 
can measure the flow through the circuit 
when the circuit is in operation. When 
using a multimeter to measure current, 
the resistance of the meter’s own circuit is 
very low. 

This prevents the meter from creating 
an additional circuit resistance and 
affecting the accuracy of the reading. The 
meter will have a limit to the amount of 
current it can measure, most DMM are 
limited to 10 amps maximum. 

So, you must be careful not to overload 
the meter circuit, which is often protected 
by a fuse inside the meter. The diagram 
(pic 2) shows how it is connected. 

Ohms (resistance to flow) 

Apart from measuring voltage and 
current, it’s often useful to be able to 


I For current 
measurement the 
multimeter is connected 
into the circuit in order to 
measure the flow through 
the device. 


measure the resistance of a circuit or a 
component - that is, the restriction that 
the circuit or component provides to the 
flow of current. 

According to Ohms law, the resistance (in 
ohms) multiplied by the current (in 
amps), equals the number of volts. So, by 
knowing the current and voltage across a 
component, you can calculate its 
resistance (resistance equals volts divided 
by amps). 

However, it’s not always convenient to 
measure both voltage and current in a 
circuit, firstly because you need two 
meters and, secondly, you may want to 
establish resistance without powering up 
the circuit (for example, measuring a 
component out of the circuit). For this 
application you can use an ohmmeter 
(ohms being the unit of resistance). 

An ohmmeter measures resistance by 
applying a small current through the 


component or circuit and simultaneously 
measuring the voltage and current. The 
current applied by the meter is tiny, 
supplied by a dry cell battery inside the 
meter, so there is no danger of damage to 
the unit under test. Also, it is removed 
from the circuit completely for the 
measurement, so the circuit does not 
need to be activated. 

The circuit for measuring resistance is 
shown in the diagram (pic 3), and always 
involves complete removal of the 
component, or isolation of the circuit, in 
order to make a measurement. 

It often makes sense to check or 
calibrate the meter before the resistance 
measurement is made. To do this, 
connect the test leads of the meter 
together and check that the reading is 
zero ohms. 


i The multimeter is connected across 
the component (out of circuit) to 
establish the resistance to flow provided 
by the component. The component or 
circuit must be completely isolated, or you 
will get false readings.

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> TOOLS FOR ELECTRICAL TESTING 


THERE IS now a landscape of tools that 
you can use for electrical diagnostics, 
from simple jumper leads and test lamps, 
right up to oscilloscopes. Prices range 
from pence to hundreds of pounds, 
depending upon the level of complexity 
you want to be able to deal with. But you 
can start simply, with minimal costs, and 
still gain a lot. Let’s take a look at what’s 
useful. 

Basic Kit - Test lamps and leads 

Test lamps and leads can be bought or 
homemade and, to be honest, it’s down to 
personal preference which way you go. I 
have always gone for homemade, not for 
cost reasons but for flexibility. With a 
homemade test lamp, the bulb wattage 
can be changed easily, the leads can be 
whatever length you prefer, and the ends 
of the leads can be clips, probes or 
whatever. Fused jumper leads can be 
made up to any length, with any type of 
end or fuse you like. This is ideal when 
you may be working on a range of 
different vehicles and applications. 



This home made test lamp 
consists of a bulb holder, with 
leads and crocodile clips. The bulb 
used should be 21 watt for testing 
circuit integrity, or a 10 watt bulb 
for sensitive circuits that could be 
overloaded by a 21 watt load, such 
as a printed circuit 




D Loadpro leads testing voltage 
integrity. These convert any 
multimeter into a circuit testing device 
that can establish all possible circuit 
faults: open circuit, high resistance, and 
short to ground. 

This Power-probe tool is powering 
up a relay to test functionality. It 
powers up components by providing a 
supply or ground voltage to test the 
component in circuit. It also has an 
integrated voltmeter for monitoring.

WORK SAFELY 

• Disconnect the battery when 
removing or refitting any 
electrical components. 

• Use a fused jumper lead when 
testing electrical installations. 

• Always replace a blown fuse with 
one of the same rating. 

• Avoid leaving tools around the top 
of the battery where shorts could 
easily occur. 


Intermediate kit - 
Multimeters and probes 

The next level of sophistication is a digital 
multimeter (DMM). A wide range of 
models and prices are available ranging 
from a tenner, to over five hundred quid. 
For automotive work you don’t need 
anything expensive, just a decent 
illuminated display, with leads at least 1 
metre in length, and the ability to directly 
measure currents of 10 amps or more. 
Anything else is a bonus, so budget to 
spend £30 to £50. Avoid automotive- 
specific meters that normally include 
extra features that are not often used 
nowadays, such as dwell angle and RPM. 

There are a number of test probes/ 
devices that can be used in conjunction 
with, or as well as the DMM. These 
generally allow more flexibility in testing 
components or circuits. Some can 
load-test a circuit, or power up a circuit 
or device. These can be useful when used 
with an appropriate diagnostic technique. 
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> HIGH-END DIAGNOSTIC KIT 



D This is a basic hand-held code reader 
that can only access the standard basic 
fault codes for the engine. It’s useable on any 
vehicle that is OBD2/EOBD compliant, which is 
generally petrol cars built after 2001 and diesel 
cars after 2004.

IF YOU get deep into the electrical 
diagnostics topic, you may want to 
consider some more sophisticated, or 
vehicle-specific equipment. As a amateur 
this equipment may blow the budget. But 
if you are very keen, or want to approach 
diagnostics professionally, then you will 
need to consider this level of capability. 

Generic scan tools can interrogate 
vehicles via the OBD (On-board 
diagnostics) port. There are a number of 
generic fault codes and measurement 
channels that can be accessed quite 
easily with simple tools. A hand held code 
reader can be bought for £20, but it will 
only give basic information. More 
sophisticated vehicle specific tools are 
available that allow a much deeper level 
of access to the control systems on the 
vehicle, as well as accessing much more 
information specific to that vehicle. 

We are fortunate that our Land Rovers 
are supported by a range of diagnostic 
tools aimed at competent DIY and 
professional use. These include Lynx, 
HawkEye and IIDTool, and versions are 
available for early vehicles that have an 
OBD connector, right through to late 
models, with new versions being 
developed for many of the latest Land 
Rover models. 

More expensive oscilloscope kits are 
available for high-end diagnostics and 
problem solving, and are generally used 
for measuring raw signals for sensors, 
actuators and interfaces. It’s important to 
know what to expect and what you are 
looking at, in order to correctly interpret 
the information.

It’s easy (and useful) 
to take screen grabs as a record of your 
readings and work done. 



D The is the HawkEye hand held

> COMING UP

□ efore power steering, 
turning the steering 
wheel could be a test of 
strength. Early Series 
Land Rovers have a 
relatively massive 

steering wheel just to give the necessary 
leverage. Power steering changed all that, 
and today’s steering is light and 
responsive using a much smaller wheel 
But when something goes wrong with 
the steering you notice it straight away as 
you try to turn the wheel. In addition to 
the modern power steering box or rack, 
there is still a much simpler mechanical 
link in the steering system, little changed 
from the old days. On the Discovery 3 
there are three shafts in this mechanical 
link between the steering wheel and the 
steering rack at the chassis: a top upper 
steering column, an intermediate shaft, 
and a lower collapsible shaft which 
incorporates a steering joint. 

In the case of this particular Discovery 
3, the bottom yoke (universal joint) on the 
lower shaft which connects it to the power 
steering rack had seized, and was causing 
the steering to feel extremely stiff. The 
universal joint that connects the lower 
shaft to the steering rack is very exposed 
to the elements, so is liable to corrosion 
and seizure. 

The owner of this 55-plate 2006 
Discovery 3, with over 140,000 miles on 


the clock, had complained of stiff 
steering. The steering system was 
checked over underneath the vehicle, 
and no faults were found in the rack or 
the joints and linkages that provide the 
steering and suspension set-up. That 
left the steering column. But this, like 
with so many parts on the Discovery 3, 
is concealed out of sight by plastic covers 
under the bonnet. The bottom end of the 
lower shaft can be checked from below 
the vehicle once the engine’s under-tray 
has been removed. When checking the 
lower joint that connects the shaft to 
the steering rack, it was found to be 
seized, meaning the complete lower shaft 
would need to be replaced. This is not a 
difficult job once the top of the shaft has 
been accessed. 

The shaft is held in position to the 
intermediate shaft by a single bolt at the 
top. At the bottom, it slides onto the input 
shaft of the steering rack and is secured 
by a single bolt. Once loosened at the top 
and bottom, the yoke (UJ) should simply 
slide upwards off the input shaft, allowing 
it to be removed from the vehicle. It’s 
important not to rotate the steering wheel 
once the damaged column has been 
loosened and then removed. To make 
sure the steering wheel is not moved and 
it remains in the straight ahead position, 
we locked the steering wheel by using the 
steering lock. 
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D On the right-hand 
side of the engine 
compartment, the two 
clips that hold the plastic 
cover over the brake 
servo are released and 
the cover removed. 



□ The retaining screws are undone 
and then the auxiliary tray is 
removed from the right-hand side 
inner wing. 



D Next, the heat shield, which protects 
the suspension arm, is released and 
removed, taking care to avoid damaging 
the adjacent harness and brake hose. 



□ When all of the panels and trays 
have been removed you can now 
see the top of the lower collapsible shaft 
(as illustrated by arrow). 


D The steering wheel is set straight 
ahead, then locked in position using 
the steering lock. It should not be turned 
while the shaft is disconnected. 



D Using a socket and extension bar, 
the retaining bolt holding the 
intermediate and lower shaft together 
is undone. 



D The retaining bolt is then removed 
and discarded, this is because a 
new bolt should be used when a new 
shaft is fitted. 



PARTS NEEDED 

THE LOWER collapsible steering 
shaft is part number QMN500240 
(from VI N 6A389495 RHD) and 
costs around £65. You’ll also need 
a bolt for the intermediate to lower 
shaft, part number QYG10016L, 
costing around 50p, as well as a 
flanged hexagon bolt (lower shaft 
to the steering rack,) part number 
QYG000030, costing around 80p. 
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WORK SAFELY 

• This job is not recommended for 
DIYers unless you have the 
required competence, knowledge 
and facilities.

D With the vehicle securely supported, 
working under the vehicle, the ten 
securing bolts are undone and the engine 
undershield removed.

B When the engine undertray has 
been removed, we could then see 
and reach to where the lower shaft 
connects to the steering rack. 



When both the securing bolts were 
Up removed, the lower steering shaft 
could be manoeuvred up and out from 
the Discovery. 



B Once removed and inspected, the 
yoke/UJ was found to be badly 
seized and almost impossible to move 
by hand. 


E lt’s now time for the new lower 
collapsible steering shaft to be 
lowered down into position with the yoke/ 
UJ downwards. 


Once it has been aligned with the 
upper intermediate shaft, the 
coupling yoke is pushed onto the steering 
rack input shaft. 




B With the new lower shaft correctly 
positioned, a new upper flange-bolt 
is fitted, then a new lower bolt to the yoke 
(using Land Rover bolts only). 


B 9 Using a socket and extension the 
p shaft securing bolts are tightened to 
30 Nm, checking the steering wheel is 
still in the straight ahead position. 


D The auxiliary tray, heat shield,

PERSEVERING 
WITH THE V8 


□ Thank you sending me the 

information on swapping my 1990 
Range Rover’s 3.9-litre V8 petrol engine 
for a 200Tdi (LRM Q&A November issue). 
The reason I inquired was because my 
Range Rover has been dry stored for 
around ten years and I have only recently 
put it back on the road. When I started 
the Range Rover after replacing the spark 
plugs, fuel filter and checking the timing, 

I found that when starting from cold the 
engine runs, but then cuts out. However, 
if I heat up the engine by pressing the 
throttle excessively it runs fine, but when 
it is idling it cuts out again. 

What do you think would cause this? I 
have also changed the airflow sensor. I 
would keep this original engine in my 
Range Rover if I could solve this problem 
and get the engine to run as it should. 

Local garages in my area don’t seem to 
be able to diagnose a problem unless the 
vehicle has diagnostic technology and 
can be plugged into a computer that tells 
them where the faults are.

There are various things that could 
be causing your existing V8 engine 
to stall at idle after a long spell of not 
running. I would suspect the problem is 
with the injectors, which can get sticky 
after a long period of not being used. 
Basically, the injector is a solenoid valve 
that opens for a brief predetermined time 
to allow fuel into the inlet system. If they 
are not used for a long time, the whole 
injector partly seizes and will either not 
allow the engine to run, or not allow it to 
run properly. 

I suggest putting a good quality injector 
cleaner, such as Forte, in the fuel and 
running the car for a while. Ideally, do this 
at the same time as using a good engine 
flush and changing the oil. The running 
problems could be down to something as 
simple as degraded oil not working the 
hydraulic tappets properly. 

The other likely culprit is the stepper 
motor (more commonly known these 
days as an idle air control valve) which 
also commonly seizes up with lack of use. 
Whilst looking at common faults with 3.9 


Efi injection systems, you could change 
the coolant temperature sensor because 
these determine the amount of time 
the injector stays open, thus adjusting 
fuel mixture. 

In defence of most garages, nowadays 
nearly all cars are diagnosed by computer 
and, in the main, this has taken much 
guesswork out of diagnosing running 
faults. Generally speaking, this results in 
faster and cheaper diagnosis. The 
downside to this is that the art of 
diagnosis without a computer is fast 
dying out. If you have a local Land Rover 
specialist with Autologic diagnostic 
equipment, they will be able to read your 
engine. They will not find any fault codes, 
but will be able to read live data which 
will point towards anything that is not 
performing as expected. 

Finally, I would very strongly 
recommend that you change all fluids on 
the car before using it, as they will all 
have deteriorated over the last ten years, 
even with the car not running.

It has 
a a Salisbury rear axle that I want to fit 
to my 1974 short wheelbase Series III 
which, at the moment, has a worn out 
and noisy Rover axle. Will it fit, and is 
there any problem with doing this?

It won’t fit because the geometry 
is totally different and, for several 
reasons, it wouldn’t be safe or reliable. 
The front of the Salisbury final drive 



casing projects further forward so the 
propshaft length is different and, 
although this is easy to sort, the shorter 
propshaft will leave the universal joints 
working at too steep an angle. More 
importantly, the road springs are 
further apart on the 109, so the axle 
casing would need modification to 
accept the 88-inch spring position. The 
final nail in the coffin is that the rear 
brakes on the 109 axle are more 
powerful than your 88’s, so they would 
cause the rear wheels to lock up 


prematurely, which is dangerous. It can 
be done, and the Salisbury is a tougher 
axle assembly. But it’s not advised for a 
road vehicle. Ed Evans

□ I’ve recently bought myself a 2007 
Defender 90 2.4-litre TDCi. It’s a 
retirement present and I’ve always 
wanted a Land Rover. It’s brilliant fun and 
I take it off-road as much as possible and 
have been getting steadily more 
adventurous. And, therein, is the 
problem. Just occasionally, and it is 
always when I’ve got some serious axle 
articulation over some great obstacle, I 
hear a loud metallic bang just as I am 
reaching or leaving the peak or trough of 
the obstacle. 

My local garage has checked 
everything underneath and say all the 
suspension, propshafts, body mounts and 
steering are fine, and all the bushes are 
good. They’ve also checked the propshaft 
joints, exhaust system, engine and 
transmission mounts, and they’ve even 
checked the chassis over to see if it has a 
crack. They claim nothing is loose or 
broken, and anything that should move is 
not touching anything else. We’re 
stumped, but I don’t want to cause any 
damage when this bang occurs. Do you 
have any ideas? C L Warton 


□ Assuming your garage is a good 
one that knows its way around 
Land Rovers, there isn’t really much left 
to consider. 

But I do remember on some early TDCi 
models, 2007 to 2008, which includes 
yours, there was an issue with some 
vehicles in which the front propshaft joint 
or flange at the front differential could 
contact the engine sump during certain 
axle positions when off-roading, 


especially if the vehicle was jolted, 
extending the positions of the suspension 
and drive components to the limit of 
their positions. 

You can easily check to see if this is the 
case because the propshaft will have 
marked or slightly dented the sump. 
Ensure the vehicle is secured before you 
go under. Later vehicles had a modified 
sump to give clearance.

B Can you help me get into my local 
car park? I park my 90 Station 
Wagon in a multi-storey car park where 
the ceiling beams are low, but the 
Defender clears them. Now the council 
have had a health and safety fit and 
installed an overhead hanging bar to 
show the maximum headroom. This bar 


now hits the 90’s roof, so I can’t use the 
car park without scratching the paint off 
the roof. My tyres need renewing, so is 
there a size that would give me an extra 
inch or so of clearance? The 90 currently 
has BF Goodrich 265/75x16 AT tyres, 
thank you in advance.

Car parks and Land Rovers have 
never been good friends. You don’t 
say which model Defender, or its year, but 
can I assume that you have the current 
tyres fitted to Land Rover alloy wheels, or 
maybe aftermarket steel wheels? This 
advice is based on you having this type 
of wheel. 

The 265/75R16 BFG A/T has a 814 mm 
overall diameter. The next size down is 
245/75R16 at 780 mm, which would drop 
you 17 mm in actual height. If this is not 
enough, you could drop further to 
245/70R16 which is 745 mm and would 
reduce your height by 34.5 mm. So those 
are two good options for you to consider. 

Remember that to reduce height, you 
are reducing the width, in this case by 20 
mm per tyre, giving you a 40 mm 
reduction in road contact. That may help 
with fuel economy, depending on your 
driving style. 

Both the sizes that I have suggested are 
supplied by BF Goodrich, Atturo, Cooper 
and many others. Check out the LRM ads 
for more details of suppliers. 

Please note overall diameter sizes 
quoted will vary from make to make, so 
check before you buy. I hope this helps 
you to continue to enjoy your Defender 
without damaging the roof further.

BUYING A DISCOVERT 4 


B l am thinking of buying a 

Discovery 4. I have around £25k to 
spend, but may up this a little for the 
right vehicle. I’ve checked various guides 
to find what I should be looking for, and I 
was initially quite worried because they 
seem to have all kinds of problems. But 
then, when I checked buying guides for 
other makes of car, I found they also had 
lists of horrendous problems. Are these 
guides valid, or are they picking on rare 
problems and making them look 
significant just to make the buying 
guides look good. Surely quality makes 
like Land Rover, BMW and Mercedes 
can’t all have endless lists of faults? 

The main points I’ve come across on 
Discovery is cam belt changes, air 
suspension compressor failure, hand 
brakes needing expensive repair and 
transfer boxes failing to change ratio. All 
expensive things to have sorted by the 
garage. I just want to buy a good 
Discovery 4 because they look great and 
are amazingly useful. Should I buy one, 
and will it be reliable? 

Dan Tennant 

□ You’re absolutely right, many 
buying guides simply list every 
fault that might have occurred and 
present them as something that’s likely 
to fail on every car. All of the problems 
you list are associated with the earlier 
Discovery 3 and, on any decent example 
that has been correctly maintained and 
used, they will have been attended to, or 
be unlikely to happen. But buy an abused 
one cheaply, and they may well happen. 

At £25k plus, you are well out of this 
category, but I strongly advise you to buy 


from a franchised dealer or a reputable 
independent Land Rover specialist. You 
will pay more, but you should get a good 
warranty, and you won’t knowingly be 
sold a dodgy vehicle. 

Below, I will deal with the points you 
have raised, plus a few others. 

1. Park brake: With the door open, listen 
for screech from underneath when 
applying and releasing the park brake. 
A gentle whirr is fine, but not a 
screech. After driving a few miles, 
when you climb out, put your hand 
close (not touching, in case it is hot) to 
each rear wheel to check if it is hot 
from a binding brake shoe. 

2. Engine drive belts: Obtain evidence of 
camshaft timing belt and injection 
pump drive belt renewals by a 
franchised dealer or reputable 
specialist after seven years or 112,000 
miles (3.0 diesel), whichever comes 
soonest. Expect to see an invoice from 
a franchised dealer or good 
independent specialist. 

3. Suspension compressor: There isn’t a 
problem on the Discovery 4. Early 
Discovery 3 compressors often require 
replacement but an improved unit was 
fitted to Discovery 4. However, any 
compressor can wear out, so use the 
following check. Close all doors and 
select access height (lowest), and the 
car will drop within three or four 
seconds. With engine running, select 
normal, then immediately select high, 
so the car does a maximum lift. It 
should reach max height progressively 
in a few seconds. Either the front or 
rear will start to lift first, but if the 
lateral lift is uneven, there may be a 


problem, and probably a worn 
compressor if it struggles to reach 
maximum height. Switch the engine off 
and leave it on max height while you 
get out to look under the back wheel 
arches for corrosion around the centre 
of the chassis and suspension turrets. 
There is unlikely to be any on this age 
of vehicle, but while you’ve been doing 
this, the suspension has had time to 
drop, if there’s a fault. 

4. Transfer box: There’s nothing sinister 
here. You have two sets of gear ratios 
in the transfer box, selected by a 
solenoid. With ignition on, gear lever in 
neutral, door open, select low range 
(it’s the switch with the mountain 
symbol) and you’ll hear the solenoid 
click underneath. There should be a 
message on the dash confirming low 
range has been selected. Shut the 
door and drive it a couple of metres 
and note the very low gearing. Stop, 
neutral, select high range, check 
message display. 

5. Suspension: Handling and control 
should be very good, but drive over 
hard bumps and listen for knocks from 
the front suspension arms. Have them 
fixed before buying, if you’re not 
happy. 

6. Tyres: Check tyre wear is even across 
the full width of each tyre. Check the 
spare is actually present. 

Discovery 4 is one of the best vehicles on 
the market. All the usual checks that 
apply to any used vehicle need to be 
made, and it is important to see a full 
service history either from a Land Rover 
dealer or a reputable independent 
specialist.

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PROJECTS REPAIRS MODIFICATION ADVICE 


TD5 90 IS BEATEN 
BY GRADIENT 


B l have a question concerning the 
performance of my 2001 Defender 
90. It has the Td5 engine and has 
covered 90,000 miles and is fully up to 
date with servicing. The engine runs just 
fine, with good response, reasonable 
acceleration and it’s fairly quiet, 
returning around 29mpg, which I’m 
happy with. It’s perfect until it gets on a 
long steep hill, when the speed gradually 
falls off until I’m doing about 45mph with 
all the other vehicles whizzing past me. 

A Discovery Td5 passed me the other 
day at probably 20mph faster, which 
convinced me there’s something wrong 
with mine because it should surely do a 
similar uphill speed. 

Oddly, during normal driving you 
would never know there was a problem. I 
have changed all the intercooler and 
turbo hoses, checked the turbo 
wastegate is free to move by 
disconnecting the linkage, changed the 
fuel filter and the garage did a fuel 
pressure test and said that was okay. 

One strange symptom is that, if I build 
the speed up to 70mph to get a run at 
one particular long steep hill, it seems to 
go well until the road starts to rise, and 
it’s almost as if one or more cylinders 


suddenly cut off, or goes into limp mode, 
then the speed starts dropping. But over 
the top of the hill the engine is running 
fine. I’ve tried it in fifth and fourth gear, 
no difference. Shorter hills are fine. 

Could there be a problem with the fuel 
pump in the tank, perhaps a loose 
electrical connection? Any other ideas? I 
have had a code reader connected to the 
diagnostic socket and there are no 
engine faults showing.

It sounds like you have explored 
most avenues, and I am wondering 
if the issue lies with the air flow meter. 
Ideally, a diagnostic machine would need 
connecting, and then drive the vehicle 
whilst observing the air flow reading. On 
the steep hill that produces the symptom, 
you could drive up and have a passenger 
watch what happens to the air flow 
reading at the point where the vehicle 
appears to go in to limp home mode. I 
suspect it will suddenly change and thus 
indicate a fault. An alternative to this is if 
you have has access to a donor air flow 
meter. If so, you could fit this and retest 
the vehicle on the hill.

Cutting a 
spring increases this risk, 
so only fit purpose-made 
springs if you want to lower. 


I was reading about how air 
springs on Range Rovers 
automatically reduce the ride height 
when they get up to speed. Apparently, 
this improves fuel consumption and 
stability on bends. I drive a Discovery 
SOOTdi and only use it on the road, 
never off road, so I’m not bothered 
about underside clearance. Back in the 
Sixties, cars could be lowered by 
cutting about an inch or so off the coil 
springs and fitting them back on. Is 
there anything to stop me doing this 
on my Discovery?

□ This technique used to be 
practiced by boy racers who 
wanted their cars to look fast or special, 
and by drivers involved in 
tarmac-based motor sports who wanted 
to lower the centre of gravity and at the 
same time stiffen the suspension. It’s 
this stiffening of the suspension that 
can cause a problem. 

Coil springs work in the same way as 
the early torsion bar suspension, which 
simply used a length of round bar 
which was twisted by the suspension 
movement and sprung back again. The 
shorter the bar, the stiffer it becomes, 
and the harder the suspension feels. 



Our coil springs work exactly like a 
torsion bar, except they’re wound into a 
coil to make them spatially compact. 

So when you cut a couple of coils off, 
you are shortening the bar, and you’ll 
get a hard ride - harder than the 
Discovery (and its bushes, joints and 
dampers) is designed for. 

A Discovery 1 can be lowered by 
changing the springs all round, but they 
need to have a suitable spring rate for 
the vehicle, so don’t cut your existing 
springs. Check www.extreme4x4.co.uk 
who will be able to supply a set of 
springs to reduce ride height, yet still 
retain a suitable spring rate. You need 
to discuss this with them because they 
can supply bespoke spring sets to suit 
your vehicle loading, such as carrying a 
roof rack, towing or the weight of a 
winch and winch bumper. Your 
standard dampers will still work, but fit 
new dampers if they are worn. I 
understand the Discovery 1 can be 
lowered a maximum of 2.5 inches, 
though the bump stops have to be 
reduced to give clearance. As this is a 
modification from standard, you will 
need to notify your insurance company, 
and it’s worth checking any effect on 
your premium before going ahead.

The Defender production may be ending, but it's not the end of the world. Honest.

THE EVERLASTING nature of Defenders 
has always been a big selling point. 

They uncomplainingly slog on for a long 
time and, given a little TLC and the 
replacement of worn parts, will go more 
or less for ever. 

For this reason alone, there's never 
been a better time to buy a Defender. 

They are not going to depreciate when 
production ends and, even when the new 
model appears - reportedly in 2018 - 
they'll still hold their value. 

This is unusual in the secondhand car 
market. Usually, the introduction of a 
better-spec new model sees prices of the 
old model tumble. But that won't happen 
in the case of the Defender because the 
new model will inevitable be very different 
to the old one. It won't be replacing like 
for like. 

The outgoing Defender is a much- 
loved classic that will hold on to its value 
anyway. If you don't believe me, there is 
precedent in Land Rover history - the 
Range Rover Classic. The unpopularity of 
the P38 second-generation Range Rover 
saw prices of the original hold firm. Today, 
they are soaring - such is the popularity 
of the timeless first-generation model. 


So, what sort of Defender should you I 
buy?

THE DISCOVERY 2 retained the stepped-roof looks and 
basic shape of its predecessor, but got an improved chassis, 
bodyshell and suspension, along with new engines and 
axles.

V8 petrols are expensive to 
run, Td5 diesels economical. The bodies last well, but the 
chassis is prone to spectacular levels of rust - putting many 
examples beyond economic repair.

Earlier examples are very affordable, but 
don’t underestimate the running costs - especially from 
the petrol V8s. The Td6 is, of course, less thirsty. Drivetrain 
and electric problems are common now, although most 
electronics can be sorted with modern diagnosis equipment. 
When L322s start to go wrong, they get very expensive. 

Parts aren't cheap, either.

Who did you buy your project 
Defender from? 

A diplomat exported it from the UK to 
Bangladesh in 1999. He later sold it to 
another diplomat, I then bought it from 
him in 2013. 

What condition was it in? 

It wasn't great. It had loads of dents 
everywhere, the seats were worn and the 
rear side passenger doors opened wider 
than they're designed to, causing damage 
to the bodywork in the process. 

Has it given you any mechanical 
issues? 

The alternator went after a couple of 
weeks, and the lights and battery needed 
replacing. It’s a Land Rover so there will 
always be small niggles. My friends joke 
with me and say that I should’ve bought 
a Toyota, the most popular vehicle here. 

What has been the toughest part of 
your Defender project? 

Finding parts has been near impossible. 
I could not afford to be fussy when 


arriving in Bangladesh, which is why I 
bought this Defender, now I love it. A 
friend of mine had a Defender 90 in 
Sierra Leone, we had so much fun it, and 
this influenced my decision to buy one. 

Why do you need a 4x4 in 
Bangladesh? 

It regularly floods here so it's the ideal 
vehicle to own. Slowly, but surely I'm 
trying to create a 4x4 that's going to be 
fun to drive and looks great. A lot of my 
inspiration has come from your magazine 
and your readers. 

What have you done to the engine? 

The engine is original, I had it serviced 
and that's about it for the moment. 

Who has done the work on it? 

I have taken it to some local garages, but 
the language barrier is a struggle. To 
solve this problem we use lots of hand 
gestures, photographs and diagrams. 

Worst part of the project? 

I had to go away for several weeks and 


could not keep an eye on the work being 
done. This was frustrating as I expect a 
high standard of work and the garages 
here don’t always oblige. You have to 
constantly monitor what they are doing 
and if you don’t like it you need to tell 
them that. 

Have you made any adjustments to the 
suspension? 

Not yet. I will stick with what I have for 
now although it's not a smooth ride. 

What has the reaction been from your 
Land Rover friends? 

They were surprised at the dramatic 
change and the quality of the finish. 
Some are even thinking about doing 
something similar. 

Anything to add? 

The bits that seem to go wrong all the 
time are frustrating, but this is not a new 
car and I’m learning all the time. The 
main thing is that I now own my dream 
Defender. The project will take some 
time, as Rome was not built in a day.
